Bar Association Will Arraign 
Many Attorneys for Breach 
of Legal Ethics 


WRONGS ARE DISCLOSED. 


‘Ambulance Chasers” and Un- 


licensed Law Clerks Who 
Practice Under Fire. 


Chicago's legal fraternity is undergoing one 
of the most severe investigations of its his- 


_tory. Committees of the Chicago Bar asso- 


ciation are investigating alleged wrongful. 
practices and complaints will be lodged 
against various attorneys for violation of 
legal ethics. In some instances criminal 
charges are expected. 

The inquiry is directed particularly to those 
classes of attorneys who resort to doubtful 
methods in carrying on the practice of,their 
profession. Attorneys who infest the county 
jail and misrepresent law and fact to prison- 
ers in the hope of getting a fee are among 
these classes. Included in these classes also 
are those who take wrongful advantage of the 
pauper fees act. 


Disbar Many Attorneys. 

There also is another clase that solicits 
business on tips gained by watching the bank- 
ruptcy files in the federal courts, and those 
who get advance tips on suits started in the 
municipal courts and who send cards asking 
for cases Ambulance chasers and law 


clerks Who practice without a license are 


among the most objectionable classes. / 

As, result of the activities of the Chicago 
Bar association a number of attorneys have 
been disbarred and undesirable aspirants 
have been refused the right to practice in 
this state. 

The report of the solicitation committee 
of the association seta forth the evils dis- 
covered and recommends a continuation of 
the work recently carried on. 


Abuse in Personal Injury Suits 

The investigation thus far carried on also 
has disclosed that certain attorneys begin 
personal injury cases wherein there is no lia- 
bility whatever under the law. Those per- 
sons who have meritorious cases thus are 
prevented from getting speedy trials and 
justice. 

The investigating committees recommend 
publicity as the best method of putting a stop 
to the trouble hunting ploggers. They report 
two methods of procedure—one was the 
penal method and the other was the pre- 
ventive reformation method.

Thirteen years of pugilistic activity ba ve 
passed since Jack Johnson, who will de- 
fend his world’s heavyweight champion- 
ship against Jim Flynn op Thursday, 
fought his first professional battle in the 
roped arena. For nearly four years John- 
son has worn the crown of titleholder. 

This man Johnson must be conceded to 
be a wonderful fighter, for he is the frst 
member of » black race to achieve the 
honor since glove fighting began. No less 
wonderful is the story of his career. Few 
of the characteristics of the southern negro 
have been overlooked in his makeup. 

Jack Jobnson not only admits he is lazy 
but takes pride in his leginess. In his 
youth this man who has turned up a cham- 
pion pugilist was a coward, and he adihits 
that, too. Perhaps he was too lazy even 
to fight, for he allowed the other boys to

Thursday, Jim Flynn, in elevenrounda He 
chased Champion Tommy Burns to Syd- 
ney, Australia, in 1908, where he beat Burne 
in fourteen rounds, thereby winning the 
title Among his victims since that time 
have been Stanley Ketchel, middleweight 
champion, now dead, and Jim Jeffries, in 
the flasco of two years ago at Reto, Nev.

“After eleven years of prise fighting 1 
will use the same old ring tacti¢s against 
Johnson as in the rough and tumble aays 
when I was railroading, except that I will 
cut out the butting.“ Such was the decla- 
ra tion of Fireman Jim Flynn shortly before 
he left for his training camp at Las Vegas, 
N. M., to prepare for next Thursday's bat- 
tle against Jack Johnson for the world's 
heavyweight title 

The party of Chicago sporting men who 
were listeners thought the statement fool- 
hardy, considering that the negro champion 
is clever, perhaps one of the cleverest men 
who ever stepped through theropes. Some 
argued that Flynn should try to develop 
cleverness, to avoid the shower of Blows 
which it was generally conceded would tall 
in his direction in the thle bout... But Flynn 
insisted his old tactics would win the 
honors, if the honors were to be won by 
him. 

When Tommy Ryan, who retired as mid- 
dleweight champion, was engaged to pre 
pare Flynn for the Johnson bout those crit- 
ics not familiar with the reasoning pewer of 
the crafty Thomas figured Ryan would 
teach Flynn boxing and try to develop a 
defense. Ryan did goto work on a defense 
but he justified Flynn's estimate of his 
own tactics by stating that it would be the 
height of folly to try to change Flyun's 
style of fighting at this lete date. Ingtead 
he has tried merely to poligh off the rough

For years 
he was accepted as a willing trial horse, 
and no game was too tough for him. He 
could take a terrific lacing himself, while 
the “kick” he carried in his right mitt 
always represented an interesting possibil- 
ity for an opponent. He put up the kind of 
mill a certain class of pugilistic followers 
Uke to see. So Flynn always secured 
matches, although his pretensions to a 
place in the first fight seldom were taken 
seriously.

When A! Kaufmann, who had a previous 
knockout victory over Flynn, was matched 
to meet Flynn at Kansas City a year ago, 
the pins were set for Flynn to take a ter- 
ridle lacing. He took plenty, but in the 
last round of a ten session affair he gave 
enough more than he took to put Kaufmann 
down for the count. Flynn then stopped 
about half a dozen easy marks before try- 
ing out Carl Morris, heralded as a white 
hope.” Flynn failed to stop Morris in a 
ten round noO-decision bout at New York, 
hut be put Morris out of the running: So 
Flynn becgme the only available candidate 
for @ bout with Johnson, although he was 
knocked out by Johnson in eleven, rounds 
at San Francisco in 1907. 

Flynn bas deen referred to as an Italian 
whose real name was Chiariglion. He says 
this is a mistake due to the fact that he 
assumed the name of his stepfather. The 
pugilist claims Irish-German parentage. 

In outlining his own career, Flynn says he 
was born in Hoboken, N. J., on Dec. 24. 
1882. His family moved to Denver when 
he was about 4 yeare old—his father was 
then dead—and from Denver to Pueblo. 


Fun attended school as little as pos- 
sible until he was able to go to work asa 


blacksmith’s helper at the age of 14 After 
a three years’ apprenticeship, he worked 
as a locomotive fireman for seven years on 
the Denver and Rio Grande railroad. His 
salary varied from $130 to $180a month. 

Plenty of, opportunities for rough and 
tumble fighting offered in Flynn's business 
and he was so uniformly successful he be- 
gan to consider a ring appearance. The op- 
portunity came before the Rovers’ Ath- 
letic club of Pueblo in 1901. His opponent 
was à barber named Ed Chambers, who had 
Quite 4 local reputation. Chambers ran 
out of the ring after the fourth round. while 
Flynn took down 6400 as the _winner’s 
share of the purse. That was his first ap- 
pearance for money, although he had fig- 
ured in several private bouts, 
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Finally the railroad authorities began fo 
take notice of Flynn's ring activities and 
before his first fight with George Gardner, 
a ten round draw, he was sent a letter 
warning him to stick to his firing or get 
fired. Flynn had been tipped the letter 
was coming. 80 contrived not to receive it 
until after the contest. Following an inves- 
tigation he was restored to his position as 
locomotive fireman. Soon afterward, how- 
ever, he resigned and formally entered the 
boxing game. 


Then followed bouts with the dest men 


in the light heavyweight and heavy weight 
division, including his former tilt with 
Johnson. His record does not contain many 
notable victories, although he knocked out 
George Gardner in eighteen rounda in 1907. 
On the other hand, Flynn has lost by the 
knockout route to Tommy Burns in fifteen 
rounds in 1906, to Jack Johnson in eleven 
rounds in 1907, to Al Kaufmann in hine 
rounds, and to Sam Langford in one round 
in 1908, and to Sam Langford ig eight 
rounds in 1010. 

There is nothing in Flynn’s record to di- 
cate that he has even a good outside chance 
against the negro, unless the champion has 
gone back woefully. But the history of 
pusilism is full of upsets. Flynn is willing 
to take the chance. Perhaps Flynn may 
prove the upset.

Of course, 
where the mothers are outside of hospitals 
effort is not so productive. However, in Bel- 
gium, in some districts, 75 per cent of the 
babies are breast fed.

Dr. Jacobi spoke as follows: When the 
baby is born it wants many things; among 
others air and food, mostly food. Maternal 
milk is the only safe nutriment for the little 
stranger. Its quality is not much influenced 
by emotions, cares, worries: occasionally 
only by medieines taken by the mother or 
rarely by her average food. Its quality is 
only temporarily altered by menstruation, 
and never causes a change that justifies the 
interposition of artificial feeding. 

The daily quantity is rarely less than a 
quart. Maternal affection, the wish to nurse, 
the act of suckling, increases the quantity. 
There is no such thing as absolute absence 
oc milk secretion. Essential alterations in 
the articles consumed by the nursing woman 
are not demanded. As her appetite is most- 
ly increased she is entitled to do so much 
more than her average consumption as re- 
— by one or two pounds needed by her

She may eat and drink what she digests 
and was used to; she may perform her duties, 
attend to her labors—even some factory 
work—and fil] her time as her station in life 
suggests. 

There is no reason why she should not 
spend time in shopping, concerts, theaters, 
lectures, and parties—-except the dog parties 
reminding you of 1790—even suffrage pa- 
rades, provided she will not forget that she 
has a baby at home to welcome and feed.

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It is up to society to make it possible for 
her to nurse it. Interfering customs are 
lesser weeds, and common sense should have 
no difficulty in uprooting them. 

At one end of the line are those who do not 
breast feed because of their social demands. 
These mothers have a right to ask that so- 
ciety change its customs 80 as to allow young 
mothers to nurse their babies. Parties, din- 
ners, calls, and other custams must change 
so as to foster, not hinder, breast feeding. 

At the other end of the line is the more 
dificult problem—that of making breast 
feeding possible among working mothers 
and poor mothers. 

The English insurance bill gives 30 shill- 
ings to the mother, provided she remains 
away from employment one month, in part 
before and in part after confinement.

We have dwelt upon the moderate diffi- 

rculties of breast feeding amongst fashion- 
able women and the great difficulties 
amongst women not so fortunately placed. 

In between is a great group to which'the 
problem is not a difficult one. Many of its 
babies who are not now breast fed could be 
if the mothers were just a little better in- 
formed. 

Not all mothers have a sufficient supply of 

milk. Some are much better off than others. 
There are certain very simple things, which 
done, make it possible to nurse the baby 
where otherwise it may not have been go. 
I know of no simpler, clearer way to put 
these things than in the werds of Dr. Effa 
V. Davis of Chicago: 

In Chicago last summer fifteen bottle 
fed babies died to every one that was breast 
fed. Mothers should be made to appreciate 
this fact when bottle feeding is contem- 
plated.

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the Trath About Left Handed Child. 


By Dr. F. G. Bruner. 


{Assistant Superintendent, Chila ‘Study. Depart- 
ment, Chicago Board of Education.] 

Are you left handed? It so. it fe 10 to 1 
that some of your children have inherited 
this trait. 

What vin you do with your left handed 
boy—let him have his way about it, ‘Or will 
you force him to learn to use hig right hard? 

Contemporaneous psychologists and child 
study specialists are emyphatically opposed 
to any attempt to train a left nne to use 
his right hand. 

Many experiments have been ini with a 
view to determining the feasibility of teach- 
ing left handed children to use the right 
hand, It seems to be a harmful process. On 
the whole, children who-are taught to ‘use 
their right hands are more stupid. Thereisa 
definite relation between thinking and the. 
kind of motor responses that individuals 
make--i. e.: every thought process must have 
a motor outlet. | 

If we insist on a child using the hand less 
favored by nature, we get what we should 
expect—a poorer response. Subnormals and 
feeble minded children are much mote Mkely 
to be ambidextrous or left handed. But the 
relative strength of. the right and-left hands 
of deaf children is more nearly equal. than 
among children who hear perfectly. 


eo 

All attempts to teach ambidexterity have 
been abandoned. Dr. Gouid of Philadelphia 
has shown conclusively that in the public, 
schools a large percentage of naturally left’ 
handed children who have been compelled to 
use the right hand in writing ard in other 
school exercises. have .been sc ures 
and have developed striking nervous symp- 
toms. 

' Stuttering and stammering are two of the 

serious. Ot the tammerers who come 
into the laboratory of the board of educa- 
tion, the percentage of left handed is from 
six.to ten times as great ae for the genera} 
population. The reason is obvious—indi- 
viduals who are left Nanded are left eyed. In 
following movements made for the right’ 
hand the exes cross, resulting in serious eye 
strain. It is much more of a train tor left 
handed persons to read, for books are printed 
for right eyed people. 

Another striking result of forcing ambitex- 
terity is a phenomenon known as mirror 
writing.“ Any movement executed by one 
side of the body seems to set up a ‘nerv7us 
proces’ which educates a similar movement 
in the other side, although the latter has 
never actually. en the act. 4 


Some years. ago at t Yale university forte 
noted psychologists exercised certain s‘u- 
dents in the following movements wien the 
right hand: Practice in speed in tappiug, 
1 @., the number of taps that could de made 
in, say, two minutes; accuracy in staging

A left handed child, if undisturbed, writes 
„dog.“ for instance, with. his left hand just 
at a right handed person does. But if he 
is forced to use the other hand, when the 
teacher isn't looking he immediately rev erts 
to the left, writing backward. : 

His writing may easily be read by holding 
it before a mirror; hence the name by which 
educational psychologists know this phe- 
nomenon. It is a direct reversal of every 
movement necessary for writing the word 
in the proper manner. It does not occur 


except with a stupid child, one who writes 
mechanically. A bright child would imme- 
diately be corrected by his eye. 

For a century or so educational experts 
and students of abnormal psychology have 
been racking their brains for an answer to 
this question. Of the many who attempted 
a solution, some gave it up, others with less 
diffidence satisfied themselves that they had 
laid bare the condition upon which right 
handedness depends. Many points still re- 
main obscure, but much that is of interest 
has gathered round the subject: 

Left handedness, then. is a transposition 
of the two brains. It seems to run in fam! 
lies. It is an inherited characteristic, like 
the color of your eyes or hair. Two persons 
out of every 100 are born left handed and 
left eyed.

matter of strict fact, it is already in our 
midst. Ope of them is now achieving pop- 
vlarity in an amusement park. 

You, of course, know what a cabaret ls. but 
for the benefit of other readers who may 
not let it be written that.a cabaret is a direct 
Gescenédant of the runaway match between 
the god of eating and the goddess of music 
and the dance; it is a sworn foe to ennui 
and tickler of jaded senses; it is a promoter 
of the jovial spirit and good digestion: it 
ip a vaudeville show in a night cafe; it plays 
while you eat. Incidentally, it is the latest 
thing on the Great White Way. 

The cabaret is to be differentiated from 
the performances of vocal and instrumenta! 
thusic that have been usual in cafes for many 
years. It is a steh beyond them; a dyrther 
refinement im civilization. The cabaret brings 
your amusement to you; it furnishes songs 
with the soup and dances with the dessert. 

The cabaret is imported direct from Paris, 
by way. of New York. New York has had it 
for some time; it would injure our cwic 
pride, perhaps, to know just how long. Now 
that it has reached Chicago it has won its 
way rapidly {nto local favor. There will be 
three or four in leading cafes in the city this 
autumn, and next year there will be a dozen. 
Then something else will be developed by 
the clamor for something new under thesun.

The late Henry B. Harris was responsible 
for the cabaret's first popularity on Brod - 
way. More than a few predicted failure tor 
Mr. Harris at the outset. You cannot make 
New Yorkers becom’ Parisians. They will 
have none of it,” said the doubters when his 
first announcement was made. Mr. Harris 
believed differently, and the Folies Bergere 
proved he was right.

Booking agents are now kept busy supply- 
ing talent for both theaters and restaurants. 
They may be seen almost any night in rath- 
skellers and cafes looking for new entertain- 
ers. Those who have not yet been upon the 
stage are thus frequently given their first 
chance to present their act before a rea) 
audience. Hundreds of acts now before the 
public have been discovered in some obscure 
restaurent or other, many of whom have 
later become big box office attractions.

Booking agents who are booking acts for 
the various cabarets are equally busy giving 
actors reasons why the work in restaurants 
should be preferred to an engagement on the 
stage. One of the strongest arguments ad- 
vanced by them is the fact that there is no 
time lost when working in the cabarets and 
no rallroad fares to be paid. Some of the 
dest known actors have not hesfiated to 
give this as their reason for preferring cab- 
aret work. Even the most popular perform- 
ers have trouble in booking their routes with- 
out a few weeks’ layoff during a season, so 
the agent who supplies the talent for the 
cabarets has a good argument on his side.

An al) the year round European road map 
for American médtorists abroad algo has just 
been issued and copyrighted by the foreign 
touring bureau. It is in every way a remark- 
ably comprehensive road map of the chief 
highways of Spain, southern France, and 
Italy, including the French and Italian 
Rivieras, Corsica and Sicily. It. moreover, 
crosses the Mediterranean sea to Tunisia and 
Algieria, where there are some 8,000 miles of 
modern noadway almost as good as the best 
on the continent of Europe , 

Seve the north African itineraries, these 
roads would be delightful at any time of the 
year and during the autumn and spring 
and to some extent in midwinter the same 
may be claimed. In Algerie and Tunisia they 
would be at their best from February to May. 

There has never been offered the motorist 
abroad such a comprehensive and clearly 
Gispoeed road map as this, which shows 
communication between the porte by water, 
as well ae the chief coastwide road ways, 
which enable one to make the Mediterranean 
cireujt from Morocco to Tripoli and down the 
Dalmatian coast from Trieste to Ragusa. 

The map is printed on an Opaque vellum 
cloth and kilometric distamces are shown, 
ao frontier customs houses. The map is 
accompanied by a list of foreign hotels affili- 
ated with the A. A. A and a list of dealers 
carrying tires of American dimensions.

By state roads ” is meant those through 
routes or trunk lines which are designed 
to carry à traffic in which the importance of 
the through travel exceeds that of the local 
requirements; so that the people oF the com- 
monwealth instead of the people of a com- 
munity, should pay the cost of construction 
and maintenance and permit the resources of 
individual localities to be expended in the 
lesser roads, which naturally act as “feeders” 
to the main lines. 

The Pennsylvania legislature of 1011 enact- 
ed a law—cailled the ‘Sprout law-provid- 
ing for a system of state roads approximate- 
ly 8,000 miles in extent and reaching every 
county seat, every large center of popula- 
tion, and state lines in a great number of 
places where connections with the roads of 
other states may be made. The state high- 
wey department was reorganised on a new 
and greatly enlarged basis and activity be- 
came rampant. 


~~ 
June 1, 1912, was the limit of time set by 
law for the state highway department to sur- 
vey and take over into the care of the state 
the highways constituting the system. These 
roads leo included such toll roads as could 
be secured on reasonable terms and without 
litigation. A number of these were taken 
over. '

The highways taken over the frst of June 
and previously cover practically the entire 
state highway system and the roads are now 
under the care of the etate. So much work 
has to be done in repairs to roads and bridges 
to make and keep them passable that it is 
considere@ questionable whether there will 
be any of the $3,000,000 left for new construc- 
tion pending the next meeting of the legis- 
lature. 

At the same time the system of state high- 
ways was established a resolution was passed 
by the legislature so amending the Pennsyi- 
vania constitution as to permit the issue of 
bonds to the extent of $50,000,000 for road 
purposes. Under the Pennsylvania basic law 
such a resolution must be passed by two suc- 
cessive legislatures, then be voted on by the 
people, and then the next legislature muet 
enact la we arranging the details.

session to provide the detaile, In the mean- 
time the state hes the roads, and will take 
care of them with such funds es may be 
provided.

Opposition in Homes of Wealthy. 

Opposition to suffrage in its most bitter and aggressive form is to be

Suffrage to such men appears as offering to the female 
vassals of the house a charter of female liberty, one which might destroy 
the lordship of a tyrannical father and husband. It appears to be in 
opposition to the spirit of conservativeness which is the aristocratic 
mantle to conceal intense narrowness. Exclusive society is concentrated 
narrowness of aims, actions, ambitions, and sentiments. 

Suffrage is at war with all restraint which has for its existence mere 
sex distinction. It offers to the woman the universe as the man sees it. 
When woman strikes off the traditional shackles of her sex she may joy- 
ously exclaim: The world is mine!”

Wife of Occident but Half Free? 


Wives in homes of great wealth and fashion are but one degree re- 
moved from the favorite of the harem. It is but a degree. The wife or 
favorite in a harem in the east looks upon her condition with not un- 
favorable eyes.

Soft, gentle, self-denying, clinging women, who voice no opinions of 
their own; who go the round of vapid amusement, babbling in meaning 
leas conversations; who bear sons to their husbands, and add to his com- 
sequence by winning social victories, heartily echo their masterful lords’ 
fulminations against the spread of suffrage. Silly, silly women! 

Men, the masters of our occidental harems, see in suffrage a noble race 
of women whe will scorn the gilded cage, who will assert themselves, 
They will prove that they are not the wesker but the stronger sex. 
Strength in the sexes is not.a matter of muscle but of nerve; not of 
brawn bot of brain. They will prove that the mother of a son who is 
equal in her rights with the son will be able to fit him for his citizenship 
as the Spartan mother reared ber son to the service of the state; that 
as the mother of a girl she will be able to educate her to perform her 
duties as a mother and as a citizen, and as a wife she will be able tb 
stand by her husband's ide in the great battles of his life.

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Injustice of Yoke of Custom. 

Do you know what I mean? Do you understand the bitterness of 
those waiting hours? Why can’t the wife stand by the husband's side? 
Because a long and patiently borne yoke of custom has decreed against: 
it. Sex lines have made it unwomanly. What folly! Why should the 
ee be deprived of his wife’s clearness of vision, of her views, of her 
Women, women! How strange these men are! I could name men 
who are recognized captains of industry, as many of these financial 
pirates are pleased to call themselves, men who have told me personally 
that they talk over their most important moves on the great chessboard 
of modern industries with their wives, and that they seldom act except 
when their views. agree. I have known men who have gained place, 
power, and positiqn, and who ascribe their success to their wives. And 
yet, think of it, they are opposed to suffrage; opposed to giving these 
women full recognition as individuals under the law. 

Suffrage will never deprive women of womanhood any more than the 
making of men free has destroyed the power of government. Suffrage, 
on the contrary, will so dignify and raise the legal standard of woman 
that a man need not be half ashamed to admit that his best adviser, 
counselor, and friend is his wife. And in the hour of need, of pain, of 
ordeal, she can stand beside him. 2 

Some French savant once stated, and endeavored to prove, that the 
complete human being was composed of a male and a female: that as 
there is to a magnet a positive and a’ negative pole, so there is to the 
perfect human a male and a female; and that the serual relationship of 
husband and wife would not in itself keep man and woman together, 
but that its permanency was due to a more subtle law—that of the inter- 
relationship of temperament, disposition, ete.

Equal Rights Give Each Full Value. 


In order to give full value to each, the male and the female, both 
should be educated on an equal basis and be accorded equal rights. As 
it is, the custom of years has held woman down or back, and she has 
thus been restrained from being all that she might or could in her half’ 
of complete human being. Indeed, one might go further and say that 
the same rigid custom has had its influence on every community and 
every country and state. The influence bas persistently been the male 
influence, and the female influence has been the subsurface and semi- 
effective. Perhaps many of the evils in our social ecomonic condition 
are to be attributed to the absence of woman's broad influence in the 
community. 

However, what there is to this theory is of little importance, but I 
am of opinion that the practical result of suffrage would be to improve 
civie conditions and raise the standard of municipal, state, and national 
government. The denunciation of suffrage is but the forerunner of the 
emancipation of women who today stand on the threshold of a brilliant 
destiny of immeasurable value to the millions yet unborn. 

Let every woman set aside the prejudices of tradition and sxy to her 
self: “ Why should I, the vassal, remain bound while my brother is 
free? Are we not of the same father and the same mother? Do we not 
live under the same flag and are we not equally educated? Why is it 
that I am the slave?”

They looked healthy and happy with a 
comeliness beyond any tranemitted through 
pure western air and the comforts afforded 
by their tndividua!l homes. They talked 
with @ raciness, an intelligence, and an un- 
constraint not distinguishable in the women 
from many states. When you conversed with 
them you did not suddenly encounter a stone 
wall in the form of the simpering state- 
ment: “ Really, that is something in which 
I have never interested myself. You had 
better discuss that with my husband.” 

Most of the visits in which I participated 
with them included a fair sprinkling of the 
male representatives from California, and 
everybody present contributed to a con- 
versation not particularly political, not 
simplified, annotated, cleared of technical 
expression out of consideration for the men- 
tal Mmitations of the women present, but 
made up of comment, freely flowing from 
masculine and feminine sources alike. on 
things as they are, as they might be, and as 
the high, progressive, sexless, nonpolitical 
ideals of Californians hope to make them 
in their own state, if not elsew here. 
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Attitude of Idaho Representative. 

Taken in connection with the attitude of 
California toward politics and women, the 
attitude of at least one other suffrage state 
has @ value. At a session of the convention 
I gat not in the press box but in a section 
above the stage, among the peepul.“ There 
were men to the right of me, to the left of me, 
and in front and behind me they volleyed and 
thundered. In the excitement of the first 
machinations of the steam roller nobody 
thought of abstaining from conversation be- 
cause no two of them had ever met before. 

Stalwarts from Wisconsin raged and 
snorted with progressives from Kansas. A 
standpatter from Iowa fell into the most 
personal of arguments with a progressive 
from Wisconsin. Everybody said freely ex- 
actly what he thought and for some reason 
(in no wise traceable to me, who never men- 
tioned the subject) the matter of woman's 
suffrage came up time and again. The 
standpatter from Iowa had voted to put the 
measure up to the people The stalwart from 
Wisconsin was in favor of giving women a 
“look in.” The Kansans were going to vote 
for suffrage in November. 

Not a man professed anything but kindlt- 
ness for it except a representative from 
Idaho, where women have been voting for 
years. He was opposed to suffrage because, 
in his words, Women are made a political 
catspaw in Idaho. They vote at the dictates 
of the men and are madéto serve the purpose 
of swinging Questionable political measures.“ 
Whether or not this is true can be more 
illuminatingly answered by an authority 
from Idaho. But the possibility of getting 
into this position is exactly the danger 
against which the women of California are 
providing. 

— 
Strength in This Union. 

To quote somebody from that state to 
make a rather composite statement of the 
remarks of all of the women, as uttered at 


luncheons, in walks, and casual visitors: 
The women of California realized that po- 
litically they could only hope to be the tail 
of the kite. The parties would use them 
only to swell theirown numbers. They would 
be divided into Socialists, Democrats, Re- 
publicans, progressives, and would in no 
wise Etand for the measures of especial in- 
terest to women. Thus divided they would 
scarcely stand a better chance to get cific 
centers for working girls, for instance, than 
thy) would without the vote. They decided, 
tl.erefore, tq organize, not politically, but, 
humanly, so to speak. 

The women voters of California. therefore, 
are not at present a political body. They 
are rather a great peaceful army, standing 
ready at any time to use their newly acquired 
weapon on behalf of mankind. In other 
words, to speak «more practically and spe- 
cifically, when a measure comes up that 
they think bears some identifying marks of 
graft upon it, they band together and vote 
it down. When a measure comes up with in- 
cidental phases to it which they approve, 
they hold out to have those details get a 
higher degree of consideration, and the re- 
turn they offer is their solid vote, which can 
swing any political situation in California. 

Only a short time ago it was proposed to 
vote an enormous sum for civic improve- 
ments in San Francisco, which should con- 
sist ef handsome, showy, civic buildings. 
The women said, “ What do we care about 
showy buildings and leather couches for 
officials? Will you devote a large portion 
of that sum for civic centers for working 
people? The men allowed that under the 
circumstances they would and the vote car- 
ried. The civic centers for the working peo- 
ple now have their appropriation and are 
under construction. 

— 
Right Way to Organize. 

Organized politically, the women of the 
world could searcely be an important factor 
in the control of the nation, but organized 
humanely, with the creed that the poor and 
the weak and the unlnfluentlal are entitled to 
the benefits of government, they can get any- 
thing they want. 

Everybody from California expressed him- 
self as giowingly pleased with the practical 
test of suffrage except one man. He is the 
editor of the newspaper which first supported 
the suffrage campaign there. He says that 
the measure is extremely disappointing in 
the way it is working out, first because so 
few women are in favor of votes for their 
sex and secondly because those voting do it 
unintelligently. 

Other representative men from the state 
answered his criticism. The paper which 
supported them is now disappointed because 
the women will not support it in the reac- 
tionary and conservative attitude, which it 
has recently assumed. In, the opinion of 
both men and women voters this paper takes 
the stand that the women should support it 
in any measure it proposes, because the paper 
supported the women, and this should hold 
no matter how foreign to the ethics and the 
tastes of the women these measures might 
be. If women did make themselves a party 
to any such pooling of interests, everything 
that could be said against suffrage would be 
said with truth.

The members knew that the woman's 
touch is as necessary to successful munic- 
wal housekeeping as to happy domestic 
Lome making, but they had no idea as to any 
method by which they might lend their fem- 
inine assistance to the authorities in mat- 
ters of city welfare. 

Individually they failed to sensé the prob- 
lems of city administration until a number 
of women in discussing the question deciced 
that the only solution of the affair would be 
in widespread codperation and union of all 
public spirited women. So the Woman's 
City club was organized at a meeting of 200 
women in June, 1910. 

Within a year there was a membership of, 
1.242, with.a list of fourteen cOmmittees, 
with wards organized for more specific com- 
munity work, and with members in thirty- 
three wards of the city.

Most Valuable Work of Club. 

It is probably through the influence of the 
city welfare exhibits that the most valua- 
ble work of the club has béen done the last 
year. In this great undertaking the club has 
the cotperation of the park commissioners, 
the health department, and the board of edu- 
cation. 

This exhibit, with its screens, maps, charts, 
pictures, and lectures, gives vivid civic les- 
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ons through which it hopes to teach the 


people to realize more thoroughly their re- 
sponsibility to civic control. Mrs. W. I. 
Thomas is the central chairman, but each 
ward leader and ward committee has, under 
Mrs. Thomas, taken charge of the exhibit in 
Its own locality. Local expenses have been 
raised in the ward and the social side pro- 
vided. The cost of the social entertainment 
has ranged from $40 to $500. School children 
have visited the exhibits in thousands and 
returned to the classroom to write essays on 
the exhibit, its message, and its benefit to 
each child individually. 

The clean air committee has taken as 
its work the investigation of ventilation in 
the schools of Chicago, and its report, sent 
to Mrs. Young, has been acted upon and 
many of its suggestions carried out. 

The scheol committee has done great work 
in many lines, but the crying need for cheap- 
er transportation for poorer school children 
is the object of its most gager efforts now.

| How to Become a Successful Salesman. 


The We appearance of a salesmen 
has a great influence on the customer. Clean- 
liness, neatness, and the avoidance of ex- 
travagance and display in dress should be 
the rule 

The successful salesman is careful not to 
make promises which cannot be absolutely 
fulfified. It is better to lose a sale than to 
make the positive statement that goods will 
be delivered at a certain time, when there is 
no certainty that they will be. The best 
patronage comes from satisfied customers, 
and broken promises do not make satisfied 
customers. 

While successful salesmanship is based 
largely on big sales, it is important thet 
every visitor to the store be treated with 
equal courtesy, whether a sale results or not. 
Polite attention, interest in one's duties, and 
care in waiting upon customers, are big fac- 
tors in creating a favorable sentiment. It 
pays to please the person who is simply look- 
ing at goods, because the good impression 
created by courteous treatment in showing 
goods will often lead the visitor to become a 
future purchaser. 

* * 
Some Things to Avoid. 

It is important that the salesman shail 
be careful in the use of certein words and 
expressions. It grates upon some customers 
to hear men's gooda improperly referred to 
ap “‘ gents’ goods,“ or in dealing with a wom- 
an to address her as lady.“ when “ mad- 
am 1s a much more dignified and prefer- 
able word to use. Undue familiarity with 
customers, and the use of such expressions 
by sales women as my dear,“ etc., should 
always be avoided. These are little things, 
but they have an important béaring on 
salesmanship.

It Depends Upon the Man. 
Chicago, June 23.—{Editor of Worker's 
Magazine.]—It depends a great deal upon the 
manner one lived while alone and the quali- 
fications of the woman you marry to accli- 
mate herself to your peculiar position and 
your combined efforts at all times to live 


. within your income in order that you may 


be able to save a certain portion each pay 
day. A majority of single young men are 
so constituted in disposition that it is almost 
an impossibility for them to save money, no 
matter what amount they earn. 

A young man is not greatly to blame under 
some circumstances, and I can sympathise 
with him. If he is full of life, energy, and 
ambitions he is apt to drift into or even seek 
society of men who are making twice or 
three times the amount of money he earns. 
As a matter of pride and dignity he feels 
he owes himself, coupled with the pleasure 
he derives from such associations, he will, 
if necessary, spend his entire income to keep 
up appearances and fool the world when, if 


he only knew, he is the one who is getting 


fooled most. 
It the actual necessities were the only con- 


‘sideration he perhaps could live comfortably 


on $8 per week as a total for board and 
clothes. But the fact is that the average 
young man spends more for luxuries than 
for the real necessities of life, and he must 
have both if it takes every cent he makes. 

Two cannot live. as cheaply as one, but 1 
can now have my wife enjoy every pleasure 
with me at a far less expenditure than my 
individual pleasure formerly cost me. I 
earned $30 per week before I was married, 
and, while I paid cash for everything and 
borrowed no money, yet I never saved a 
cent. 

I had a class of associates who, while they 
were of a high caliber and a credit to me, 
they could afford the things which I had to 
spend all I made to get. I can say honestly 
that I always made good and kept up my 
end, but it took every cent, and I was liv- 
ing beyond my means and saving nothing 
and accomplishing no more in a busihess 
way. 

While I made a good showing in one way 
I consider it a loss of time and money 80 
far as my future was concerned and its ef- 


- fect on my health, nerves, and general abii- 


ity held me in one place, and I became a 
fixture and wondered why. 

There can be two reasons for a man mak- 
ing just enough to support himself. One 
is that he is not far enough advenced in 
his trade or profession to demand enough 
money to support him. and the other that 
he is living beyond his means. If he is the 
latter, is making a good salary, has good 
prospects, and is spending all he earns on 
himself it is a weakness. 

The quickest and most effective cure for 
such a Weakness is to fall in love with a 
good woman who will be an asset to him and 
inspire strength of will in him. 

In my case I spent-all I made on myself, 
and when I got married the same amount 
kept us both nicely, and I have always had 
something to show for my work. 

We enjoy lte greatly and I have more 
real pleasure than before and am better able 
to acquire a greater success with her help 
and encouragement. ’ 

I want earnestly to recommend getting 
married to che proper girl under the proper 
conditions as the best day's work any young 
man can do. The younger he is, if he is 
qualified, the more opportunity he has mar- 
ried.

Workers Subject to Dangers 


ESPITE all the precautions and safe- 
guards that are employed to protect 
worleers, they are subject to many 
dangers and diseases which it is al- 

1 most impossible to prevent. The fol- 


‘lowing are specific examples of industrial 


disease: 


Lead poisoning—recognized in its forms of 
lead colic, lead tremor, and lead palsy—is a 
disease common to all workers dealing with 
lead. Such occupations comprise the smelt- 
ing of lead ore in the mines, the manufac- 
ture of red and white lead, china, earthen- 
ware, glass, and the use of paints, as in 
carriage making, shipbuilding, and house 
decorating. Plumbers are very lable to its 
attack. These definite forms of lead poison- 
ing last often for six months, but they are, 
if anything, less serious than the chronic 
form, where the worker's syatem becomes 
impregnated with the poison. This brings on 
enemia, diminution of phyeicul and mental 
force, neurasthenla, the outward and visible 
signe of which are chronic headaches, loss 
of eyesight, forms of neuritis, and lack of 
ambition and initiative. Alcohol and tobacco 
are predisposing causes. 


It has been found that oxide of zinc may 
be substituted for white lead in paint. France 
was the first country, in 1009, to realize the 
necessity of enforcing the use of this innoc- 
uous substitute. The law then passed states 
that after 1914 the use of white lead in all 
paints shall be abandoned. The last two 
years have seen the passing of similar bills 
in Italy, Germany, and Belgium. Statistics

Arsenical Poisoning. 

Many of the symptoms of arsenica] poison- 
ing are identical with those of lead, but the 
poison itself is even more insidious than lead, 
inducing temporary paralysis for months. 
The arsenic poison is given off in fumes or 
exists in fine dust, and is alwaye present 
among workerg in arsenic mines, or who 
are engaged in preparing arsenic for use in 
tee arts, for the dyeing of wallpapers and 
fabrics, and for the curing of furs. Dr. 
Allan Stam who has written on this subject, 


states that he is personally acquainted with. 


one case of arsenical poisoning, not among 
the workers, but among the outaide public, 
which was directly traceable to wallpaper. 
In. 1890 a widespread epidemic of arsenical 
poisoning occurred in Englend, which wes 
traced to the beer manufactured in Salford 
and Manchester. Thie beer was brewed by 
the aid of “inverse sugar or glucose, a 
substance in the preparation of which sul- 
phuric acid ig used. This acid was the source 
of the arsenic, it having been made from ar- 
senical pyrites instead of from tron pyrites. 
Examinetion showed that the glucose con- 
tained 4 parts of arsenic to 10,000 parta, and 
that the beer contained from 0.14 to 0.28 
graine of arsenious acid to the gallon. Hun-

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CN) is driven through just where these two 
holes cross each other, so the string (S) can 
run around it and up through the hole (k) 
in the trigger stick, ag in the separate 
sketches. These sketches show the trigger 
stick in detail and can be easily followed 
without further description, except that the 
stick should be fairly loose in the hole in 
which it fits.

These squares 
are of fairly stiff cardboard about one-half 
inch square.

dreds of persons were affected, many being 
paralyzed for months. The use of glucose, in 
which arsenic can be found, should be pre- 
vented by law. There is even danger to the 
wearers of furs, researches having shown 
that there are sometimes as many as 170 
rains of arsenic to the square yard to be 
found in such materials. 


Mercurial poisoning is rampant among 
those employed in the manufacture of ba- 
rometers and thermometers; in the sep- 
aration of gold and silver from various ores 
by means of an amalgam in which mercury 
is used; in the manufacture of incandescent 
lamps, where mercurial pumps are used to 
cause a vacuum; in processes of gilding and 
bronzing, and in the silvering of mirrors.

Other Types of Poisoning. 


Phosphorous poisoning among the makers 
of matches has been more often alluded to 
than the others; it even rejoices in a vernac- 
ular name of its own—phossy jaw. This isa 
disgusting disease in which the jaw eventu- 
ally becomes, by the rotting of the jaw bones, 
a pulpy, immobile mass. Another effect is a 
fragility of the long bones through which 
spontaneous fractures may occur from mus- 
cular effort only. 

A nonpoisonous substitute has been dis- 
covered for white phosphorus, the sesqui- 
sulphide, and the use of this is now compul- 
sory in Europe. Unfortunately, in the Unit- 
ed States there has been trouble owing to the 
fact that white phosphorus was slightly 
cheaper (about 5 per cent) than the sesquli- 
sulphide.

I decided 
that I would like to go into that business my- 
self. My friend helped me along with advice 
about a location and getting the stock. Hence 
it is that you find me now in the lace busi- 
ness instead of photography. It is a good 
thing that I had not been too much absorbed 
in my photography, else I could not have 
adapted myself to this business so easily.”

man at the bottom, with the least spare time 


to plan, the least training, the least compen- 


sation, runs the whole affair. This is the 
type—so usual, 50 universal, that many will 
show amazement that it is questioned.” 

Mr. Emerson, efficiency’ engineer, would, 
for efficiency’s sake, reverse thie order, build- 
ing up from the bottom instead of dictat- 
ing from the top. He would have his or- 
ganization an inverted pyramid, the ‘head 
man supporting it all, Me a veritable Atlas, 
instead of being supported. Having re- 
versed the relation of the worker to his tools, 
we must of necessity reverse the relation 
ot officer to privaté, of official to employ6; 
we must reverse the administrative cycle. 
The employé no longer ‘exists merely to 
aggrandize and extend the personality of the 
employer, but the latter exists solely to make 
effective the totally different function of the 
employé. The law are applied by officials, 
each of whom is servant to the men over 
whom he has directing control.” 

Have we not here 4 strictly modern in- 
terpretation of the scriptural doctrine, who- 
soever will be great among you let him de 
your servant? The first, or chief, shall be 
minister to all, by reason of his very right 
to be chief, his greater knowledge of every- 
thing. The man of the greatest power must 


. feel the greatest responsibility. He may dele- 


rate work. but he cannot shift responsibility 
on to some other man's shoulders. 

If the ideal for an organization should be 
universally promulgated, posted every where, 
leaving no man to work vaguely, uncertainly 
or aimlessly, but each feeling himself and 
his work an essential part of the whole, Mr. 
Emerson believes, that “ industrial organiza- 
tions could attain the same high degree of 
individual and aggregate excellence as a 
baseball) league.” But his favorite example 
of efficiency is the locomotive and its man- 
agement. “ There can be no legitimate con- 
flict between rails and locomotive, between 
locomotive and its engineer and fireman, no 
legitimate conflict between engineer and dis- 
patcher, no conflict between dispatcher and 
time table. although the time table weeps |

Efficiency in Dispatching. 
The seventh principle of efficiency of Mr. 


‘ Bmerson's-is this one of dispatching. He 


says: “ Railroad dispatching as to passenger

freight-going forward almost with passenger 
wrecks, , slides, snow are taken 
care of with a dispatch of the highest order 
of excellence; railroads are even built on 
schedule time; but considering the expendi- 
tures that are not dispatched, and those that 
are inefficiently dispatched, the genera! dia- 
patching efficiency, even of refiroads, iz not 
over 40 per cent. yet there are few activities 
that a well ae-ratircads.”’ .

and are going on in the world. There is com- 


ime to be @ feeling that the most serious and 
disheartening waste of all is that of men, of 
their time, thelr talents, their very life. 
When their condition is of the very lowest 
we speak of itas maladjustment, meaning @ 
situation over which: the sufferers: have no 
control. But higher up the same word ap- 
piles, for a man may get but a third ore 
half from his effort that he should because 
he maledjusts fimeelf. His is the fault in 
this case. He blindly or wilfully does not fit 
himself to the tool he serves. 

Thie is a more serious matter than tor 
merly, because today things move with such 
speed If a man makes the very dest use of 
his time he has all he can do to keep up; if 


he willfully waste it, though he seems to be 


injuring another and may be. he ie the great 
loser. Such mischiefs are like young chick- 
ens, they. will come home to roost.

EVENTEEN | years ago, he began,

Successful Cigar Mer- 
chant. “ Here it is,” handing the Average 
Man a list ot the other forty-nine stores.

And the Successful Cigar Merchant re- 
sumed hie tale. After I'd disposed of the 
stand I relocated ln a residence: neighbor- 
hood. My first store was a smell one, but 
trade was good—that is, average. One day 
a canvasser dropped in and before he left 
sold me a stock book. Convinced’ me that 
it was a god thing. 80 I began taking in- 
ventory of my stock. Entries from my caéh 
register at the end of each day kept it al- 
ways up to date. With very little trouble, by 
referring to this stock book, I kne hen to 
order and what to order. It an excel- 
lent way to watch the sales, too. Showed 
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just what items sold and their relation to 


other items. 

Watching the stock book soon developed 
the fact that nickel cigars made up over 85 
per cent of my sales. Of course, I knew that 
before, but the stock book brought the fact 
forcibly: home. Making inquiries amonz 
other cigar merchants, I found that the same 
thing held true with them. In other words 
the American public—or the largest part of 
it—emoked the 5 cent article. 

Then I began studying the advertising end 
of it. I wanted to advertise my business—get 
more trade—but I couldn't afford to spend 
much money. Then, again, I had to ) concen- 
trate in my territory—couldn’t afford to tet} 
people who never got down my way about 
my store. 


Cigarmaker in Window. 

On a trip downtown to one of the whole- 
sale houses I noticed a cigarmaker plying 
his trade in the window ofa store. Quite a 
crowd in front, too. Crowds usually result in 
customers. Thinking that possibly here was 
a solution to my advertising problem, I 
ewalked in and, telling the owner who I was 
and what I wanted, got a good deal of in- 
formation from him. The cigarmaker in 
the window was a business bringer all right, 
but he cost too much. Increase in sales was 
not large enough to pay increased expense. 
He was making 10 cent cigars—“ couldn't 
make a 5 cent cigar altogether by hand and 
sell it profitably,” said the man behind the 
counter. And the trouble was trade did not 
run to the 10 cent brand. However, I had 
the information I was after, and after thank- 
ing my informant I left. 

One thing was settled in my mind, how- 
ever. A cigarmaker in my window would 
bring business to the store. The ony duese 
tion was how to utiliz¢@ him profitably. I am 
a great believer in the old saying. When 
you know what to do it's easy to find how fo 
do it.” One thing I knew was wrong with the 
other fellow’s plan, and that was the 10 cent 
price on the cigar he made. Five centers 
were what the people wanted, and the best 
way to succeed is to supply demand. That's 
a whole lot easier than creating It. 

So I was two steps on my way to an idea. 
A cent cigar made in my window where 
people could see the operation and be at- 
tracted by it. Finally I decided to see if my 
problem wouldn't solve itself. I inserted a 
want ad in one of the big dailies ier a cigar- 
maker. Only one man applied. e told me 
that he wasn't particularly anxious to go to 
work~—applied more to see what I had to 
offer than anything else—said he intended 
to go into business for himself if he didn't 
find a job that was just what he wanted. 
That struck me right between the eyes— 
opened up both of them wide. 

„What kind of cigars are you going to 
make if you go in for yourself?” 

Hand made 10 centers,“ he answered. 

How much money can you make per cigar 
after you've paid your rent and light and 
cost of selling?“ 


Accepted My Proposition. 

He was a pretty intelligent fellow, and he 
had a figure on this. 

How many 10 cent cigars can you make 
a week?”

many could you make?” 
He knew that, too, so I got busy with a 
pencil] and made him a proposition to go to 
work in my window and pay him so much 
per cigar, whether they sold or not, ‘and fur- 
nish him with and material for mak- 
ing. I put the position to him so that 
it was practically a case of being in business 
for himself without entailing any invest- 
ment. 

The cigarmaker agreed to my proposition.

The window cigar factory was a success 
from the start. 5 centers, ‘made fresh 
every minute, sold over the counter, and'sold 
fast. The proposition was a Winner, and 
my increased trade, instead of costing me 
money, was yielding a nice profit on every 
dollar taken in. Trade soon reached the 
proportions where another cigarmaker was

An advertising man who lived in the neigh- 
bor hood and bought his cigars from me got 
quite enthusiastic when I told him the name, 
and although his possibilities of profit were 
at that time sim, put in a good deal of time 
with me evenings working out details of the 
plan. 
were largely responsible for the succese of 
* Telegram.” Today that man is drawing 
down $15,000 a year as my advertising ad- 
viser, and he's worth every cent of it.“ 

“Pardon me for interrupting,” said the 
Average Man. But do you own the Tele- 
gram 5c cigar business? 

1 do,” answered the Successful Cigar 
Merchant. 

Then why, with a minton dollar wholesale 
cigar business, are you running these retail 
stores? 

“These stores, explained the merchent, 
are my hobby. They represent the ideals of 
retailing I built during my days behind the 
counter. They are playthings, but big profit 
makers as well, although they are small 
change’ compared with the other end of my 
business.”

Profits i in Poultry Raisin 


By ROBERT Box 


NE of the most important items in the 
marketing of dressed poultry is the 
killing and preparation of the car 
cass. Fowls that are not properly 
killed and dressed for the city market 

will not command the dest prices. Careful 

attention should be paid to every detail. 

Always take the birds off the roosts at 
night. This will prevent the trouble of chas- 
ing them about the place. Put them into a 
comfortable coop or cage Where they should 
bé kept for about thirty-six hours befdre 
killing. Give them feed in the morning, one 
good meal, and then do not feed anything 
until killed, but see that they get plenty of 
fresh water. 
Hang the fowls by the feet at a convenient 
height, lock the wings together to pre- 
vent flapping. Take the tips of the wings in 
the right hand and strike a hard blow on the 
head with a stick or cudgel. The fowl should 
then be grasped by the comb or feathers on 
back of head. This should be done with the 
left hand, while with the right hand you 
insert the blade of a sharp knife in the neck 
back of the ear lobe, running the blade 
through the neck. In withdrawing the blade 


' give it a twist so as to sever the artery in 


the throat, which will cause the bicod to 


_ flow freely. 


When this is done lose no time, but start 
in to pluck immediately. Pluck up the breast 
and up the.side to tall, unlock the wings and 
strip them aleo, remove feathers from the 
back, and then finish the job of plucking. 


It this work le done quickly the feathere will 


come out easily and there is then no danger 
of the skin being torn:

How to Draw a Fowl. 

Tf your market demands a drawn fowl, cut 
a slit about an inch long back of vent and 
parallel with it, insert index finker, and re- 
move intestines. The egg sac and lower 
end of the intestines may be removed by en- 
larging the slit to a half circle so that it joins 
the ends of the vent. Cut off the head, draw 
the skin back about half an inch, and cut off 
that much of the neck bone, then pull the 
skin forward and tie. 

If the fowil is to be used for home Consump- 
tion, many prefer to remove the feathers by 
scalding. To do this properly is to take the 
fowl by the neck and legs, dip into hot water 
twice,.one dip with breast down and one 
with back down, then hang the fowl up and 
pluck. After the feathers have been removed 
and the fowl drawn, throw the carcass into 
boiling Hot water for about ten seconds, then 
put it into ice cold water for about ten or fif- 
teen minutes. 

In shipping to market, pack as neatly and 
cleanly as possible, and never pack for ship- 


. ment until all the animal heat is gone. 


People who haven't the time or inclination 
to dress and prepare thier poultry correctly 
should sell them alive. Of course, live poul- 
try does not demand quite as good a price, 
but saves the poultryman much work.

Anything to Conceal Hollows. 

Another device for covering up the ugly curve at the 
back is the tall soft stock. Anything and everything 
that will hide those awful hollows back of the ears 
should be adopted.

For whitening the throat make a thick soap jelly, 
with which lather the throat.

Dangers of Mosquito Discredited. 

All these things are recounted that those 
who have never bestowed much thought 

upon the insignificant insect may compre- 
hend the difficulty of reversing precon- 
ceived and rooted beliefs even when they 
are held by intelligent readers and observ- 
ers. 

It was 4 long time before the rank gad 
file of our peojie would credit the fact 
that mosquitoes and malaria oceupy re- 
spectively the place of cause and effect. 
That a tiny pimple that itches for an hour. 
and then is forgotten, may be the seat of 
disease defying the skill of the medica] 
fraternity for years, was not more incred- 
ible than that a fly may bring enough 
disease breeding stuff upon his legs to in- 
fect a family and neighborhood. 

It was easier to cast discredit upon the 
mosquito because he is in himself such a 
disreputable member of society. We de- 
lieve him capable of dark and bloody deeds 
because he stings while he sings. It could 
not be cruel to whack him out of being 
at sight, and whenever seen. Without re- 
morse we pour kerosene upon stagnant 
pools, and flood marshes with the same. 
Entomologists may prate to their heart's 
content of the exqulsite skill with which 
the female mosquito (who, by the way, is 
the working member of the firm, stinging 
included), builds a waterproof boat of her 
eggs and performy other marvelous deeds 
We massacre her and her broods merci- 
lessly. ‘“‘Mosauitoes and malaria’ are 
linked in the mind of every schoolboy and 
farmharnd 

Dragon flies. once hunted by the supersti- 
tious and ignorant, are as sacred now a6 
are South Carolina buzzards.

Aversion Absurd to’ Unthinking. 


That we should have the like aversion 
to the atiet house fly, that makes little 


_ fuss in the world, is stingless, and minds 


its own business, except when it inadver- 
tently pesters a candy eating child, or 
tickles the nose of drowsy pater familias on 
Suhday afternoon, or leaves a trail of 
specks, upon Mirror or window pane, is 
absurd. 


Yet listen to a scientific description of the 


Musca domestica: 

“It lays its eggs in clusters in almost 
any kind of decaying matter or filth=such 
as manure and carrion—and multiplies with 
amazing rapidity. The maggots hatch in 
a day, or less, according to the hest of 
decomposition to which they are subjected 
The larv@ attain their full size in about 
two weeks, and then crawl into some dry 
place tg develop. In a week or ten days the 
perfect fly is ready to emerge from the 
‘pupa.’ ' 

“The Musca domestica hae an intricate 
and wonderful organism, admirably adapt- 
ed kor its life work. The suctoria} pre- 
boscis exudes a viscid matter when the 
y feeds upon dry substances. This, by 
moistening the food, prepares it to be 


sucked. The feet are supplied with hairs 
that terminate in flat disks, Each disk acts 
as ap air tight ‘sucker,’ enabling the fly 
to walk with its head down upon the cell- 
ing and upon smooth surfaces. These disks 
are supposed to exudes liquid which makes 
adhesion more complete than the suckers 
could do unaided.” ö

Flies as Big as Sheep.” 

We are reminded, in reading the extract 
of “ Gulliver's Travels in Brobdingnag,’’ 
of his disgust in tracing the progress of 
the files (as big as English sheep) along 
the ceiling by the trails of viscid matter 
exuded from their feet.

His feet have trodden the manure heap, 
and numberless germs of filth and corrup- 
tion adhere to his body. We smile in- 
dulgently at the graceful] little thing as 
he baske in the sunshine streaming across 
the window sill and preens the fine feathers 
the microscope has revealed as exquisitely 
delicate and tinted with varied hues and 
then rubs his sides and back with the 
brushes attached to his feet. He is the 
impersonation of cleanliness—4 dandy of 
nicety. - 

The telltale microscope, if brought to bear 
upon the operation that amuses and in- 
terests us, would reveal tiny heaps of rot- 
ting matter scraped from his body when 
the weight becomes uncomfortable and de- 
posited where the wind will waft it inte 
Our pores and lungs.

One “Swat Eliminates Millions. 

I am poor in the matter of statistics 
Therefore, I dare not enter upon the c2'- 
eulations, running away into the millions. 
of prospective flies eliminated from the 
“ curst’’ catalogue by one sweep of the 
Swat. I know that each fly that sings 
in the pane or seaks and then sucks my 
suger, represents in the black list probable 
thousands of larvae, maggots, pupa-—dis- 
ease disseminating full grown files. 

Strict cleanliness: the judicious arrange- 
ment of netted screens in doors and win- 
dow, and, as the day waxes warm, grate- 
ful shadow in the living rooms, are the 
best protection against the invasion of the

less enmity, manifested in swift destruc.

tion of the hordes is a mathematica! cer- 
tainty 

Appreciation of the danger is the first 
step toward the desired end. Cast senti- 
mental fancies to the wind. The safety 
of one child is of more accoupt to human- 
ity than all the flies thet ever afflicted 
Egypt and America.

Pour in one cup- 
ful of good meat stock—mutton or lamb 
preferredand cook unt the vegetables 
are tender, Just before removing from the 
fire add a pint of milk. Heat almost to the 
boiling point, but not quite, and serve. 

t meat stock be not convenient, a table-. 
spoonful of butter may be substituted. 
This must go in when the milk is added. 

“ CELERY SOUP.-Clean and cut into 
small pleces @ head of celery. (Save the 
hearts and 3 few of the most tender leaves 
for salad.) . 

Boll the celery reserved fer soup in « 
quart ot water until it is tender. Replenisa 
with hot water should it boil away too 
much. Salt and pepper to taste. Just be- 
fore taking it from the fire add one and a 
half cupfulg of milk. Heat to scalding, but 
do not let it reach the boiling point. Adda 
tablespoonful of butter, stir well, and 
when it has melted entirely, serve.

Preparing Fresh Mushrooms. 

“FRESH MUSHROOMS. — Instead of 
broiling them upon a gas range or over the 
coals, fry them in a skillet with plenty of 
butter, keeping the tops of the mushraoms 
downward. Cover closely while they are 
in cooking. When done they should be 
seasoned with salt and pepper. 

When cooked in this manner they do 
not shrink so much as when they are 
broiled, and I think they taste better.

Tt is true mushrooms are abundant in up- 
land, sunny fields for most of the summer 
months, and may be had for the gathering. 
It is ag true that, as Hamilton Gibson's ad- 
mirable work upon “ Edible Toadstools” 
tells us, we Americans let perish undér our 
eyes thougands of pounds of delicious and 
pourishing food through ignorance and 
timidity. Nevertheless it is wise to know 
whet you are looking for before beginning 
& mushroom hunt. To the educated eye the 
edible mushroom is as easily didtinguishej 
from the polsonous as a turnip from a po- 
tato, The unskillful and ignorant would 
better let all alone. 

Mushrooms offered in the markets are 
cultivated from spawn judiciously se- 
lected and absolutely harmless. French 
mushrooms that come to us in cans may 
also be eaten with impunity. and, as our m- 
telligent correspondent illustrates in her 
recipe for beefsteak and mushrooms. make 
a plain dish elegant.

How to Renovate Plush. 

Please tall me of the easiest way to 
make plush look like new. I have a plush 
coat which is spotted in several places. 
The spots are like those caused by rain 
drops. The skirt is crushed and flattened 
at the beck where it has been sat upon. I 
have brushed it thoroughly, but the spots 
remain. E. M. L.“ 

The dest way ‘of renovating plush and 
velvet has been described so often in the 
Corner that I hesitate to repeat the for- 
mula. Still, as you evidently have not seen 
N. others may have overlooked it. 

Brush all the dust from the garment and 
suspend it at full length and with the 
sleeves and skirt spread out widely (that 
every part may be exposed) from a line 
stretched across the bathroom. Then run 
the hot water over the tub, shutting door 
and windows. When the room is so full of 


steam that you can hardly see across it, 


turn off the water and leave the garment 
hanging until the vapor has disappeared 
and the room js quite cold. Without touch- 
ing the plush, open the;window and do not 
handle the garment for several hours. The 
steam will raise the crushed nap. Let the 
plush get perfectly dry before you brush it 
smooth. I have renovated velvet whica 
had been washed by this homely device.

Luncheon Dish for Friday. 

“A FRIDAY LUNCHEON DISH.—Bone- 
less Fish.—This is à capital Friday dish 
when fresh fish is not obtainable. 

Boll a quart of fake hominy in water 
slightly salted. Empty and drain a can 
of salmon and pick the fish fine with a 
silver fork. When the hominy is thor- 
oughly cooked mix well with the salmon. 
season to taste, and press hard into a wet 
mold to become cold and firm. 

“When you would use it, cut into slices 
about an inch thick and thres inches long, 
roll in meal, and fry to a delicate brown in 
deep fat. 

This is a delicious substitute for fresh 
fish. Indeed, it can hardly be distin- 
guished from the fresh, and has no taste 
of hominy. Mrs. W. E. K. 

Evidently we have struck a vein of novel 
combinations, treatment and results, to- 
day. The Friday dish should be tried by 
the summer housekeeper remote from mar- 
ket and lake or stream that might supply 
her with fresh fish.

All coffee, cho- 
colate, tea, and fruit stains will disappear 
if boiling water be poured over and 
through the spot before the linen is washed 
It is best to do this while the stain ig fresh 
end damp. 

“TO SWEETEN CLOSETS. - Small 
pleces of charcoal laid in the corners and 
upon the shelves of closets will absorb 
dampness and dispel unpleasant odors. 
.“TO REMOVE ENGINE GREASE 
FROM CLOTH.—Rub the spots well with 
lard before washing. There istar in engine 
grease. The lard will remove pure tar 
from cloth. 

“FELLED SEAMS IN GARMENTS.— 
Where a raw seam would look unsightly, 
try running through the small hemmer of 
the sewing machine. This may be done 
much more quickly than by hand and with 
better resits. 

„TO MEND GRANITE WARE.-—Break 
into small bits the old rubber rings of fruit 
jars aud heat them over the fire until they 
bubble. Then spread the melted rubber 
over the leaks in the seams of the vessels. I 
mend galvaniged wash tubs in the same 
way. It fs better than anything else] have 
used for this purpose.

I answer, in un- 
technical phraseology, that the oxygen is 
expelled by the process of boiling, thus 
leaving the water with the flat taste 
we al] recognize in boiled water. I remark. 
too, that when for sanitary reasons, we 
consider it safe to boll the drinking water 
used in the family, we restore in part the

The purest water ig’ not 
without that which will result in what 
chemists call “a precipitate and a settie- 
ment,” if boiled in large quantities and 
long. 

Most readers may have heard the reply 
of the scientific. man to the woman who 
Asked, Which is the more wholesome, 
boiled or unboiled water?’ 

“That depends, madam, upon whether 
you would have your stomach a cemetery 
or an aquarium.” 


How to Make Rese Beads. 


“ROSE BEADS.—Gather 2 large panful 
of roses. Put them through the grinder 
several times, using the finest cutter. Be 
careful to catch-all the juice that drips dur- 
ing the grinding to add to the pulp. When 
all ig ground spread the pulp updép an fron 
frying pan or upon 3 large, shallow drip- 
Ding pan. 

Put it through the grinder at least twice 
4 day for seven or eight days By that time 
it should be perfectly black. Tt is well to 
use the peanut butter knife for the lest 
grinding. 

Set the pan in the sun fer an hour or two 
every day for the first few days and if the 
paste dries too fast a little water may be 
added to keep it moist. When the paste is 
black and smooth it is ready to be rolled. 

Measure it carefully. Thimbles of dif- 
ferent sizes made good molds in which to 
measure the ‘dough.’ Use Ne. 2 for the 
emall beads, No. 8 for medium size. No. 6 
for large. A sharp pointed knife is a good 
tool for getting the paste out of the 
thimbles. The beacs shrink from half to 
three-quarters of the original size in dry - 
ing. Form the bead with the tips of the Ain- 
gers, pressing it firmly; then roll it between 
the palms of the hands until it ls perfectly 
round. Now put them upon plates not so 
near together as to touch each other. Have 
a little water at hand, and if the paste 
seems dry or the head is inclined to break 
or crumble add a drop or two of water. 

Let them stand from four te twelve 
hours before. piercing them-eccording to 
the weather. They dry more slowly jn 
damp weather. When they are firm, but 
not hard, put each upon the point of à hat 
pin and press down carefully with the fin- 
ger until the point of the pin appears. 

Have ready a strip of aluminium three- 
quarters of an inch wide and five or six 
inches long, with a round hole near one end. 
Place this over the point of the pin and 
finish the work of plereing the bead by 
pushing it with this. (Rub vaseline upon 
the pin before putting the beads upon it. 
Stick the pins with the beads upon them 
into a cushion to keep them upright A 
good cushion may be made by filling & galt 
dag with sand and slipping it into @ paper 
dag

Aftr Beads Are Dry. 

“When the beads are thoroughly dr 
take them from the pins; put them to a 
smal] bag and rub them hard between the 
hands. Put a dime’s worth of the best 
quality of extract of roses into a half cup- 
ful of olive. oil and leave the beads in this 
from six to twelve hours. Drain in a fine 
sieve. Put them back inte the bag and 
rub off as much of the oil as possible. Then 
string them upon a soft cotton cord; wrap 
in tissue paper, and lay away for @ day or 
two. More than one installment of cotton 
cord may be required to get the oll entirely 
out of the inside of the beads. 

“When the of] has been well absorbed 
polish the beads in e clean bag and they 
will be ready for stringing. 

“When roses are not plentiful, and 
enough petals may not be gathered at one 
time to make a number of beads, they may 
be picked and ground for several days. 
Grind the fresh petals several times before 
adding to the paste you already have, and 
then grind all together. Do this day by 
day, incorporating the various supplies 
thoroughly until you have all you want,

Firat Fourth of July. 

Long. long ago this 

country was ruled by 

aking. The king did 

not live here—he was 

at home in England 

—but many of his 

people had come over 

to this country and 

made different colo- 

nies along the coast, 

and so they were 

called “colonists.” 

As they prospered in 

this new land they 

sent shiploads of 

their goods back to 

England and Eng- 

3 land sent them goods 

in return, and they bought and sold and 

traded and were friends and brothers in all 

their relations. They were loyal to their 

king and they loved thier “ mother country.“ 
England. 

Dyt by and by the good king died and his 
grgndson, George III., ruled over England. 
Now, George III. did not understand these 
cologists, and when he found debts which 
must be paid he felt the people in this coun- 
try must be forced to help pay thedebts. He 
never asked them to come to England to rep- 
resent their government, he never recog- 
nised they had any rights at all, but he just 
' gent word that they must have 4 tax or 
etamp placed upon their goods. 

Now, when the people saw how unjustly the 
kins way Seating his own children in an- 
ether land, many of his statesmen were 
brave enough to tell him it was a mistake 
and that he could not enforce such unfair 
jaws upon his own people. But the king 
would not listen to their advice, so the stamp 
det was passed and word was sent to the 
American people. 

When they heard the news the flags were 
towered to half mast, shops were closed, 
and the people all showed their indignation. 
“We will eat nothing, drink nothing, wear 
nothing coming from Pngland until this de- 
tested: law is repealed,” they said. 

‘The English merchants felt the folly of 
the king, for all buying and selling was imme- 
diately stopped until the king and his parlia- 
ment saw they had made a mistake and the 
stamp act wasrepealed. Then the flags float- 
ed free, and bells rang, bonfires blazed, and 
all was happiness again, but it didn't last 
long, for the king had declared his right to 
tax his colonists, so he put a duty on glass, 

. The colonists again refused to pay duty, and 
the tea ships which were waiting to be un- 
92 in the Boston harbor were attacked 

* men who, dressed as Indians, ‘broken 


open the boxes and threw the contents into 
the sea. 

The king was especially angry at these 
people in Boston, and some time before he 
had sent his soldiers there, so when he heard 
of this “tea party” he was angry indeed 
and he closed the port of Boston to all trade. 

felt the rebellious people should be pun- 
ishéd, but the people knew they were in the 


‘right. The king's laws were unjust, for he 


was trying to make them obey laws which 
were unfair to them. So the colonists were 
forced into war against England, and al- 
though they at first did not claim their lib- 
erty from the king, as the war went on col- 
ony after colony felt there must be only one 
result and that was complete separation from 
the mother country. 

A young man in Virginia, named Patrick 
Henry, firat voiced the feeling of the Amer- 
ican people when he said: “I know not what 
course others may take; but as for me, give 
me liberty or give me death.” 

Yet even after months of fighting some 
of the people hated the idea of this final sep- 
aration from Great Britain. At last the con- 
gress, which met June 7, 1776, at Philadel- 
phia, took up.this great question of inde- 
pendence, but many members were not ready 
for the change and opposed it. It wasdecid- 
ed that five men write a statement setting 
forth their views. John Adams, Benjamin 
Franklin, Robert R. Livingston, Roger Sher- 
man, and Thomas Jefferson were the men 
appointed'to draw up this declaration of the 
independence of the colonies. 

Thomas Jefferson wrote the all important 
paper, and by the end of June it was present- 
ed to congress. A few days more were spent 
in going over it, making changés here and 
there, and discussing it again and again 
until at length all were agreed and a unani- 
mous vote of the thirteen states was taka, 
and on the Fourth of July, 1776, the Declara- 
tion of Independence was adopted. 


John Hancock was the president of con- 
gress, and he wrote his name in a clear, bold 
band, and as he did so he said, “* There! 
John Bull can read that without spectacles! ”’ 

In Philadelphia the people were much ex: 


gress, and now that they knew the declara- 
tion had been drafted they crowded about the 
doors of the state house all day, listening and 
watching. Will they sign?” Dare they 
do it they asked each other from time to 
time. The street was thronged with the ex- 
pectant people, who pushed about the en- 
trance eager for news. An old man mounted 
the belfry to ring the great bell and thus tell 
all the waiting people when the final vote 
was passed. 

Wait near the door,“ he said to his little 
grandson, and when they are ready, give 
me the signal to ring the bell.“ This bell had 
been made in England many years before, 
and on it were the words, Prociaim Lib- 
erty Throughout All the Land, Unto All the 
Inhabitants Thereof. It seemed almost a 
prophecy of the message which this bell was

to ring out over all the land that first Fourth 
of July, so long ago. 

Meanwhile, in that great hall, name after 
name was being signed by these men who 
“were giving to the people this document of 
liberty. At last it was passed, and the crowd 
suddenly .saw the small boy rush toward the 
staircase; then his voice was heard over the 
tumult in the crowd, as he shouted: “ Ring, 
grandpa, ring! Ring out for liberty!” At 
this given signal the old bellman pulled the 
rope; then Clang! clang! clang! ’’ rang out 
the notes of the great bell, proclaiming to the 
waiting people that liberty had come. 

Everywhere over all the country the Deo- 
laration of Independence was received with 
shouts of joy. In New York the people 
showed their delight by hauling down the 
statue of King George and making it into 
bullets which were to be used against the 
king’s troops in the cause of liberty. 

Gen. Washington was with the army and 
did not sign the Declaration of Independence, 
but he read it to his soldiers and he reminded 
them of thier new responsibilitfes in this fight 
for freedom. The general,” he said, 
“hopes and trusts that every officer and 
soldier will endeavor so to Uve and act as 
becomes a Christian soldier defending the 
dearest rights and liberties of his country.” 

And this Fourth of July, when we see the

not forget that we are helping to celebrate 
the birthday of our nation, and let us make 
our vow anew that we may “ proclaim lib- 
erty throughout all the land“ by our actions 
in the cause of liberty gnd justice. 

In regard to the celebration of the Fourth 
of July it seems fitting to quote from the let- 
ter which John Adams wrote to his wife at 
the time he signed his name to the Declara- 
tion of Independence. 

Jam apt to believe,’’ he wrote, that this 
day will be celebrated by succeéding genera- 
tions as the great ann@®ersary festival. It 
ought to be commemorated as the day of de- 
liverance, by solemn acts of devotion to God 
Almighty. It ought to be solemnized with 
pomp and parade, with shows, games, sports, 
guns, bells, bonfires, and illuminations from 
one end of this continent to the other from 
this time forward forevermore,”

absolutely straight—there is no reason that 
your coat should have the ‘‘ home made 
look that we all despise. Of course there 
is no doubt that a suit coat, the tailored 
kind, is not a simple matter, but now I 
mean the long, loose automobile coat. 

The stitching also plays a most important 
part, and will help wonderfully in the look 
of the coat. I think that after the seams 
have been stitched on the wrong side, it is 
a good plan to press them flat before put- 
ting in the stitching on the right side. 

XR 

There are few of us whose dress allowance 

will permit an entire outfit for motoring, 
but this really isn’t necessary. A long. 
loose coat of shantung, pongee, taffeta, 
linen, or serge that will fit over a tailored 
suit is all that is absoltely essential. There 
is a decided English style about the long 
coats for every use—perhaps it is the long, 
loose shouldere and the raglan sleeves that 
give this efiect. Sometimes they are lined 
with a thin woolen material, but if they are 
loose and allowance is made for a coat suit 
beneath, this is not at all necessary. 
It you do put a lining into your coat, it 
is best to cut the lining at the same time the 
coat is cut and before sewing the coat to- 
gether... Baste the lining to the outside ma- 
terial about an inch and a half from the 
edge, also a row of bastings down the cen- 
ter, You may also find it easier to bind the 
shoulder and the underarm seams before 
putting the coat together The narrow silk 
seam binding is the best for the thin coats 
of linen, pongee, or taffeta. I think the 
front should be finished, too, so that the 
facing can be caught in at the shoulder 
seam when it is stitched. 

For a new washable collar there are de- 
tachable ones that are made from Turkish 
toweling. These are worn with coats of 
almost any material (serge, pongee, and 
shantung) and are really attractive and 
practical because they can be easily laun- 
dered when one is on a trip of any sort. 

£ x * 

If you do have adjustable collars an cuffs 
of a cyntrasting material, it is safest to fin- 
ish the coat with those of self material, as 
one is apt to tire of those of contrasting 
material. If the coat is of shantung, pon- 
gee, or any material that is rather soft and 
pliable and you Intend lining it, do not get 
a strong satin for the purpose. 

A soft silk or messaline is the best. N 16 
good to remember that if anything 1s lined, 
one or the other will wrinkle, a if the 
lining is stronger than the outside material 
the latter will naturally wrinkle. 

If you have a pattern that does not call 
for a lining and your material is not too 


elaboration. Admirable effects are gained 
by the use of comparatively few touches 
of trimming. For instance, you may choose 
to have two handsome frogs fastening your 
coat, and to use no other braid trimming. 
Another method fs to wee straight bandings 
on the collar and revers of\the coat and 
around its lower edge. Another is simply 
to place motifs in the corners of the coat, on 
the cuffs, perhaps, and on the collar if its 
shape permits of them. : 

On dresses and waists straight bandings ar 
used a great deal—on the edges of tunics and 
sleeve caps, around the open neck of an over- 
blouse. around the edges of boleros or vests. 
And then the fashions are such nowadays 
that one can use a few motifs instead of the 
bandings. They cam be placed in the corners 
ot tunics, perhaps, or they can be placed 
on an inserted section in a skirt or coat, or at 
the head of such a section as a finish for it. 

On the wash fabrics white braids are used 
usually. On the cloths, chiffons, and silks 
the braids match the color of the fabric or are 
black. That is the general usage. Of course, 
there are cases when it is effective to use two 
different colors.

Thanks be to Dame Fashion that al- 
though there are new collars that seem 
to have been revived from the Incroyable 
period, standing straight up at the back of 
the neck and end in front in rather large 
revers of plaid net or fluffy lace, there are 
still some attractive models for the woman 
with the short neck. They are fiat and 
stitched to the coat at the edge, with no 
revers at all.

The loose coats of transparent materials 
are really the simplest things to make. 
They are loose, and that eliminates a great 
deal of fitting that might otherwise be 
necessary. and the finishing !s practically 
simple. The seams should be pressed open 
and then bound on either side with the silk 
team binding. 

Then when fitting the coat should Wal- 
lowed to hang in natural folds. If it does 
require fitting the shoulder seams should 
be taken up first and pinned until they hang 
correctly. Do not try to put the seam in- 
side when fitting. Put enough pins in so 
that you will be sure of the line. Then put 
a row of bastings on the front and back 
where the pins are. Place the bastings 
together and sew. If you are not familiar 
with fitting I would advise your taking one 
seam at a time and be sure that it is ab- 
solutely right before continuing. 

If your coat has a seam over the bust 
that is the next to which you should turn 
your attention and be sure that it doesn't 
go in too much under the bust line. If 
there is no seam the superfluous material 
must be taken away at the under arm seam.

This is perhaps the hardest to do, but if 
you are sure that the material hangs 
straight from the bust line to the hem of

ARL’S COURT, near. London, is be- 

ing transformed into a wonderful pic- 

ture of life, color, and gayety. Here 

near London King Arthur’s court is 

to be revived for à day: The grounds’ 

are being transformed into a field of honor, 

proteéted by tall, massive battlements similar 

to those that surround Warwick castle, and 

these will be protected by a number of trfm- 
peters, dressed in festive array. 

Within the large field there will be a num- 
ber of tents fashioned of gold cloth for the 
knights. The different knights will be known 
by the colors and insignia on their tents, and, 
as in ‘the days of old, there will be the 
Knights of the White Horse, of the Gold 
Lion, and of the Griffin, while on the oppo- 
site side will be seen the banners of the Black 
Lion, the Dragon Knight, the Knight of the 
Dolphin, and many others no less famous. 

‘The center of the westérn side is to be 
occupied by a blue and yellow pavilion bear- 
ing the banner of the lord of the tournament. 
Facing south is the Queen of Beauty’s pa- 
Vilion. It is of Gothic design, lined with 
crimson, and intended to hold about 700 spec- 
tators.

eee Curzon Queen of Beauty. 

The Invention of Triumph will be presided 
over by Lady Curzon, as Queen of Beauty, 
attended by a half a dozen ladies-in-waiting 
and a long procession’ of the flower of Eng- 
lish beauty on horseback. Viscountess Cur- 
zon, the daughter-in-law of Lord Howe, has 
fittingly been chosen Queen of Beauty. Indeed 
it has been said of her that no woman in 
England was more admired than was she by 
the numerous foreign royalties who came to 
London for the coronation.

Eglinton Tournament a Precedent.

For the forth- 
coming tournament to be held in July, the 
armor that was used at the famous tourna- 
ment of 1830 has been eopied. The present 
Lord Eglinton has a wide knowledge of the 
famous. tournament which was given on his 
estates in 1830, and is working hard to repro- 
duce many of the same magnificent effects.

If the rules that governed the old tourna-

His example is to be fol- 
lowed by the baron on the opposite side, and 
all the knights of either party who are not in 
the stations at the nailing up of the flags shall 
forfeit their privileges and not be allowed to 
enter the tournament.

Heralds Proclaim the Opening. 

The king a* arms and the heralds are then 
ordered to go from pavilion to pavilion, crying 
aloud: “‘.o achievement, knights and es- 
quires, to achievement.” This is the notice 
for them to arm themselves. Afterwards the 
company of heralds shall exclaim: Come 
‘forth, come forth, knights and esquires, come 
forth.“ 


After the barons have taken their places in 
the lists, each of them facing his own parade, 
the champions of both parties then arrange 
themselves, every one by the side of his ban- 
ner. Then the cords are stretched between and 
they remain in that position until they are 
given the order to charge. 


* The combatants shall each be armed with 


a pointless sword, having the edges rebated, 
and with a baton or truncheon hanging down 
from their saddles, and they may use either so 
long as the speakers give them permission. 

After they have sufficiently performed their 
exercises the speakers call the heralds and 
order them to “ ployer vos baniers” (fold up 
the banners), ‘which is the signal for the con- 
clusion of the tournament. 

The banners are then rolled up, the knights 
and the esquires are supposed to return to 
their dwellings.

Each Knight Allowed One Page. 

Every knight who performs at the tourna- 
ment will have one page, armed, within the 
lists, but without a truncheon or any other 
weapon, to wait upon him and give him his 
sword or truncheon, as the occasion calls for. 
Also in case of accident to his armor to 
mend the same. The laws of tourna- 
ment permitted any of the combatants to un- 
helm himself at pleasure, if he suffered from 
the heat. During this time none could attack 
him, 


‘court there are to be jousts and tournaments, 
and they are not to be confused with each 
other. The ‘tournament is a conflict with 
many knights .divided into parties and en- 
gaged at the same time.. The joust is a sepa- 
rate trial of skill, when only one man is 
opposed to another. The latter was frequently 
included in the former, but not without many 
exceptions. 

Tilting was another sport often enjoyed at 
these tournaments. A man mounted on his 
horse, held his lance in his hand, and as be 
rode at break neck speed aimed to put the

ID you know that the selling of chil- 
D dren into actual slavery still exists 
as a recognized institution in a civil- 

ized community? 

This is not a trick question in reference to 
the children at work in cotton mills and in 
mines, which is not recognized under the 
classification, and which, when all is told, is 
still many degrees removed from the condi- 
tions meant. 

The slavery referred to is a practice at 
Friedrichschafen, on the Lake of Constance, 
where there is an annual market for children. 
They are sold outright by their parents to 
peasant farmers from Wurtemberg, Baden, 
and Bavaria, for a season's work on the 
farms. The slaves are boys and girls from 11 
years of age to 16; children, for the most 
part, of Tyrolese woodsmen who are driven 
by sheer destitution to send their offepring 
to work for the farmers and receive the money 
for them. 


Where Children Are Still 
Sold Into Slavery. 


The children are gathered together under 
care of a priest and taken to the market, 
where they are put up at auction and in- 
spected by prospective purchasers like so many 
cattle. This year 125 boys and 20 girls were 
sold. Owing to the demand the market was 
strong; a sturdy lad of 16, able to swing the 
scythe all day, brought as high as $60; some 
of the older girls netted their parents $50; 
while some of the tinier went for $12. 

The sale is tragedy with a high flavor of 
the dramatic, for it is well known by the 
parents that many of the children will not 
come back in the fall when they are sup- 
posed to return home. They will have suc- 
cumbed to overwork and underfeeding ‘and 
abusive treatment and homesickness. Every 
year they die off. The priests try to control 
the danger by a blacklist against farmers in 
whose hands slaves have died, but each year 
more die. 

The practice is the en of an ancient

Cummer is 24 years old, but he has suf- 
fered from seven serious accidents in the last 
two years, each one of which was quite 
enough to kill the average man. 
And just ‘recently Cummer looked up into 
the face of his trained nurse and asked: 
“Well, what happened that time“ 
Cummer’s favorite accident is being almost 
drowned and on three different occasions he 
has tried to drink all the water in the great 
lakes. While this did not lower the water to 
such an extent as to interfere seriously with 
navigation, the conservationists are hopeful 
that he will not try again the feat. They 


argue that his failure to accomplish it in 
three attempts ought to satisfy him that it 
is impossible. 

His first effort along that line was made 
several years ago at Toronto when a sailboat 
in which he was riding overturned. Every- 
body thought Oscar was a “goner” when 
they took him out of the water, but the bar- 


rel process reversed matters and took the 


water out of him so effectively that he was 
able to repeat the attempt two months later.

Odette Valery is today not much more than

She made her debut in this country in 1908, 
in the Manhattan Opera house, where by her 
grace and charm she held her own. Her moth-

Some of the European notabilities whispered 
it about that she was an unrecognized daugh- 
ter of one of the great European rulers.

Her Career in America Brief. 

When she came to this country she brought 
photographs, letters, and handsome jewels to 
show that her art had been recognized in most 
of the large cities abroad. After a short ca- 
teer in this country she went into vaudeville, 
but her health soon failed her and she returned 

to Europe. 

In the last few years she has been strug- 
gling with poor vaudeville contracts and with 

any other engagements she can get to support 
herself and her little boy. 

Less than twenty years ago Cleo de Merode 

and la belle Otero were worshiped in Paris 
because of their beauty, charm, and exquisite 
dancing.

Otero Captivates King Edward. 

Less than ten years ago la belle Otero“ was 
the great Spanish dancer of Europe, and Paris 
boasted that there was not a dancer in all 
Spain who could dance the dances of her na- 
tive land with such an air of ease and aban- 
don. . 

The incident is still well remembered how 
when King Edward was entertained at the 
Paris Opera house some years ago and Otero 
appeared in a box attired in a handsome gown 
and costly jewels she was ordered out. This 
was the first step in her downfall, and now 
Otero hurries from Paris to Aix les Baines, or 
to Ostend, anxious for a short engagement. 
When her admirers ask for an explanation 
they are told that there is a fad in dancing as 
in all other things. 

Saharet, the Australian dancer, is quite as 
passé, but her name blazoned some few years 
ago as the great Spanish dancer of Europe. 
At 15 she was called the greatest Carmencita 
of the century. After making a pantomime 
tour in Australia she made her debut in Lon- 
don, and the English people were wild about 
her. It was during this tour that Lennbach 
saw her and grasped her hand, saying: “ You 
are a great Spanish dancer; you must come to

Loie Fuller Teaches Children. 


Soon nearly every other portrait painter in 
Germany had painted her, but by the time they 
had finished her vogue was already staled. It 
had lasted a decade, and whether she was an 
Australian, American, or German, people no 
longer cared, They knew, indeed, that she 
was amazingly domestic, a grandmother, in- 
deed. c 

Loie Fuller is proud of many things. She 
boasts of having taken Paris by storm by 
means of her iridescent skirt dances. 

But Loie Fuller is now considered passé in 
Paris, a city where the people are feverishly 
looking for something new and chic. So this 
once famous serpentine dancer passes her time 
teaching classes of children the art in which 
she once excelled and traveling with them to 
the fashionable resorts of Europe, giving per- 
formances at their kur-hauses on the green. 

The story of Isadore Duncan is similar. 
After winning her own countrymen by her 
barefoot dancing, a revival of the Greek art, 
she went to Berlin and won the admiration of 
the most severe critics by her dance of the 
“Spring Song and the Rubaiyat.” 

* * 
Isadore Has Like Experience. 

The emperor of Germany was so delighted 
with her classic poses that he feunded a school 
for her in Berlin and put her at the head of it. 


After a few years Germany became interested 
in the Salome dance of Strauss, and so Isadore 
Duncan was soon considered just a little old 
fashioned. Piqued by this fact, she came back 
to her own country and tried to interest the 
home folk in a school of dancing similar to 
the one she had in Germany. 

Discouraged by their attitude, she returned 
to Germany and js trying to find consolation 
for her injured feelings by continuing her work 
in teaching. 

Bonfanti is still a teacher in New York and 
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has her studio in upper Broadway, but some 
years ago she was one of the most popula; 
dancers in this country. , 


Then came the peerjess Morlachi, who in the 
famous production of the Black Crook” set 
New York literally crazy with her gyrations 
and posings. She con.inued to be the rage as 
long as the Black Crook was popular. But 
her popularity was as short lived as it was in- 
teresting, and she soothed her discouragement 
by marrying the famous scout W. H. Omno- 
hundro, known as Texas Jack.“ 


Madeleine Guimard was the idol of Paria 
and of the gay Parisians. She was born in 
1743 and made her debut when young at the 
opera in a ballet called Les Caracteres de la 
Dance.” The Parisian public soon idolized her 
and the great beaux of Paris showered her 
with all kinds of attention and costly gifts. 


When she retired from the stage she became 
tie intimate friend of Marie Antoinette, whom 
she advised as to coiffures and chiffons. She 
had made enough money before she retired to 
have two houses containing theaters. Here 
she often gave wonderful entertainments, in- 
cludiug operas and ballets, and from time to 
time entertained her most intimate friends in 
that art so much prized by the French people. 
She made a special point of having her affairs 
clash with those at court to show her social 
power. Her functions were attended by the 
aristocracy of fashion and intellect. This 
lasted until the breaking out of the revolution, 
when all her property was confiscated and she 
died in abject want. 


* 
Lucille Grahn Her Successor. 


The Parisians thought that no other artist 
could take her place until Lucille Grahn ap- 
peared on the scene. Her fame lasted about 
fifteen years, but when she saw that she was 
less graceful than she had once been and had 
fewer admirers she went to Munich and spent 
her last days in obscurity. 


Like all great artists, she had strong rivals 
in ber art, two of whom were the famous 
premieres Cerito, or “ La Divinita,” and Tag- 
lioni. Cerito was a beautiful Neapolitan girl 
and commenced dancing when 6 years old. At 
14 she made her debut in Paris and then in 
London. She was a classic dancer of the 
Italian school. She was so agile and quick

turers of ammunition and war implements, 
have set their chemists and engineers to work 
compounding a material whieh shall be 
strong enough to resist the largest quantity 
of explosives that the safe plower can carry 
with him and the best. boring tools. 

For months the chemists and engineers of 
the Krupps have been at work steadily and 
quietly making experiments. Now they an- 
nounce that such q material has at last been 
produced. This new material is especially 
suitable for the manufacture of safes that will 
really be safe in spite of all that the cleverest 
burglars and safe crackers may attempt to 
do to them. 

* ** 
Time Big Element to Thief. 

The material will not allow itsel* to be 
readily fused or penetrated by the oxyhydro- 
gen or oxyacety'ene burners now used by 
many safe blowers. The material is a variety 
of cast steel, is extremely hard, and so great 
are its resisting powers that it will withstand 
the best boring tools and will come out none 
the worse for the onslaught made on it by 


the most expert safe cracker, the scientists 
assert. Thus its security against mechanical 
forcing is assured. 

To illustrate further the enormous strength 
of this new material the German scientists 
gay that to make a hole 3.2 inches in a plate 
of this material, 1.6 inches thick, with the 
oxyacetylene burner the safe cracker would 
be required to put in from six to fourteen 
hours’ time. From 2,500 to 3,700 gallons of 
acetylene and from 2,750 to 4,550 gallons of 
oxygen would also be required. 

The average safe blower can never have 
so much time at his disposal. Nor is he ever 
in a position to supply himself with so much 
gas. A sing‘e steel cylinder in which com- 
pressed gases are transported contains about 
1,400 gallons of uncompressed gas and weighs 
about 150 pounds. The burglar would have 
to have four such cylinders at the lowest to 
effect. an opening into the safe. The trans- 
portation of so many cylinders and the other 
apperatus needed is a task so staggering that 
even the boldest safe cracker would not un- 
dertake it.

ROF. ALEXANDER BELL is not sat: 

isfied to be known as the inyentor of 

the telephone. He has taken up the 

more difficult task of teaching dumb 
animals how to speak. He says that the work 
is not as difficult as it seems, for he had the 
parrot's often senseless gabble to start with. 
The monkey has an advantage over the parrot, 
becauee his throat and mouth structure—in 
short, the whole vocal apparatus—is just like 
that of a human being. He holds that the 
monkey is on the same plane as a deaf-born 
person, barring the fact that his intelligence is 
inferior. On the other hand, it has the enor- 
mous advantage of being able to hear. 


Prof. Bell's method consists in manipulating 
the voice producing parts of these animals. 
He uses this method because it is the one his 
father used with splendid results in a school to 
cure stammering. He says: When I was a 
young man and visited my father's classes I 
took special notice of the difference in the size 
and shape of the mouths of stammering pupils, 
and so was led to study the vocal organs of 
persons who had no defects of speech. Inci- 
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dentally, it occurred to me to wonder if the 
mouth of a dog would produce anything like 
articulate speech.

Terrier Says ‘‘ Mamma. 

“I had a skye terrier more than ordinarily 
intelligent. Taking his muzzle in my hand, I 
tried to manipulate his mouth, causing his lips 
to open and close a number of times in suc- 
ression while he growled. He had been taught 
to growl. And in this way he was made to 
give utterance to the syllables ‘ma, ma, ma.’ 

After a little practice I was able to make 
him say with perfect distinctness the word 
mamma,“ produced in the English way, with 
the accent on the second syllable. I then placed 
my thumb under his lower jaw, between the 
two bones, and, pushing up a number of times 
in succession, | caused the dog to pronounce 
the syllables ga, ga, ga.“ By pushing up the 
thumb once and then squeezing his muzzle 
twice in succession he was made to say, Ga, 
ma, ma,’ and by practice this was rendered 
ludicrously like the word grandmamma.

Scientists Study the Ocean's Bottom. 


OME European scientists since the 
sinking of the Titanic have been cal- 
culating what a stroll or an auto ride 
along the bottom of the sea would be 

like. | 

You would be most impressed by the un- 
varying monotony of the landscape, they say. 
The bottom of the sea is gently undulating 
for thousands of miles. There are few abrupt 
acclivities or depressions; nothing but low 
ridge on rolling ridge, running away in every 
direction as far as the eye could reach. There 
would be no hills to climb in your automo- 
bile: only gentle gradients that you could 
negotiate “on the, high.” 

Now and again you would see steep ridges 
that rise swiftly from the crest of elevated 
banks, although you would not have to cross 


any of these ridges on the trip here spoken 


of. That is the way the mountain ranges 
under the sea occur; steeper and sharper 
than those on land, with narrower bases and 
without the elaborate systems of foot hills 
and interlacing ridges to be found above the 
sens. 

The bottom of the sea is several kinds of 
mud and ooze, and would not be the best of 
going for an automobile in its present condi- 
tion. To begin with, near the shore, there 
are boulders brought down from the land and 


Se 5 AS cobbles, and pebbles, and sand: As you pro- 
cCeeded to sea the cobbles and pebbles and sand 


would become progressively finer and finer.

Real Mud at 100 Fathoms. 
To a depth of 100 fathoms the bottom is 
like that near shore, excepting that you would 
find moré mud in patches scattered through 
the reaches of gravel and sand. You would 
have to dodge seaweed and look out for punc- 


tures from the sharp edges of broken shells. 


Presently, at a depth below 100 fathoms, 


you would come to the real muds and oozes, 


and w probably be hung up in them. Bat 
thar need not prevent the present Journey.

You might recognize the mud for a distance 
of 200 or 250 miles as an olf friend that 
you had met before, because the rivers carry 
that far to sea. If you happened to be on an- 
other trip off the mouth of the Congo you 
would find land mud 600 miles at sea, and 
the Ganges mud works its way seaward to a 
distance of 1,000 miles. It sparkles and glim- 
mers with bits of mica and horneblend. 

The mud and the oozes lend some variety 
to the landscape by virtue of being highly 
colored. You might travel for hours through 
a field of blue mud, blue as the sky. I[t is 
likely that it would be streaked with sands 
and areas of red or brown mud, made red 
or brown by the iron which may be present 
in the blue in the form of ferric oxide.

Pinkish Mud from Coral. 


If you should happen to see any green mud, 
you will be fortunate. Not because the green 
mud is peculiarly beautiful, but because it is 
rare, which seems to lend value to anything 
in our appreciation of it. The green mud is 
rare because it can be made green only when 
in small quantities, which get more tumbling 
avout in the water than mud in larger quan- 
tities and is more subjected to the chemical 
action of the weter. 

Perhaps you would find some beautiful pink- 
ish, mud, or mud of a soft brownish tint, al- 
though that would be unlikely on the trip to 
Ireland, because such mud is formed from 
cora,’ which occurs farther south, and from 
the dust of volcanoes, carrie” through the air 
and dropped on top of the water, whence it 
slowly subsides to the bottom. 

But the most interesting part of the journey 
would lie through the oozes. “Oozes” is a 
good word, descriptive in itself of what they 
are like. The oozes are soft, smooth, slippery, 
slimy deposits an the bottom of astounding 


depth, and as fluid almost as an emulsion. 


The solid particles of which they are com-

a greater depth than 6,000 feet. 


posed are microscopic. There are numbers 


of kinds of ooze. 


One of them is called the Pteropod Ooze. 
It consists chiefly of the shells of shell fish 
that live in great shoals at the surface of the 
sea. You might not see any of it.on the way 
to Ireland, because it-is most common on the 
elevated ridges at the bottom of tropical seas. 
The delicate shells of which it is composed 
exist principally in warmer waters and are 
so fragile that they dissolve in drifting down 
through the water, so that they rarely reach 
But you 
might find some, for it covers an area of 
257,000 square miles. 


The Globigerina Ooze consiste mainly of the 


shells of little animals so tiny that they can- 
not be seen without a microscope. It makes 
a fine creamy, pinkish, or grayish mud, and 
when dried becomes a chalklike substance. It 
is, in effect, the same.as the chalk of which 
the chalk cliffs of England are composed. It 
covers an area of 47,752,500 square miles, but 
it requires 10,000 shells to cover a square 
inch.

Constantly Forming in Sea. 
This ooze, the most important of all the 


ocean oozes, is constantly forming all over the 
bottom of the sea, in a never ceasing rain of 


dead shells, drifting silently down through the 


depths of water onto the ocean floor. It has 
been found to accumulate on the Atlantic 
cables at the rate of ten inches in a century, 
but similar ooze has been discovered to have 
accumulated to a depth of 5,000 feet. And 
yet some of us hurry to catch a train. 

There is another ooze, the Diatom Ooze, 
which is white, but that is confined to the 
Intaretic, and still another, the Radiolarian 
Ooze, which is not to be readily distinguished 
from the Pteropod Ooze without the aid of a 
microscope. It consists of the siliceous shells 
of minute plants.

condemned criminals than by inocu- 


S OCIETY could make no better use cf 


lating them with disease germs as a 
substitute for capital punishment. 
For many years I have advocated, in my 
writings on criminal practice, experimenta- 
tion by ph¥sicians and surgeons as an op- 
tional substitute for execution. The crim’- 
nal would have a chance, however remote, 
of surviving, and, since he has been ad- 
judged guilty of taking human life, he would 
be given a better opportunity of expiating his 
crime by the probability that, owing to the 
experiments he has been submitted to, hun- 
dreds of lives might be saved by the medical 
knowledge gained. 
At present medical research is hindered 


@ by the fact that doctors, except in rare 


cases, have only dead bodies and invalids on 
which to experiment. If they had healthy 
and vigorous living subjects the value of 
the knowledge gained by inoculating them 
with typhoid, cholera, diphtheria, and other 
germs would be inestimable.

Vivisection Preferable to Hanging? 

I believe that in many instances individ- 
uals condemned to execution would prefer 
vivisection under chloroform by a surgeon to 
either hanging or death in the electric chair. 
To my mind the extcution of criminals is 
a sacrifice—a scientific and economic waste. 
Many experiments valuable to humanity 
could be conducted on criminals which would 
not necessarily be fatal, and as a reward 
for submission to which the eriminal could 
be given a lighter punishment, or perhaps 
be pardoned. 

I would not, however, advocate scientific 
experimentation without the criminal’s con- 
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sent. He should be permitted to choose exe- 
cution if he sees fit. I firmly believe that 
any criminal who d. makes good to society 
by advancing scientific knowledge through 
submission to experimentation should be con- 
sidered to have discharged all or part of his 
debt to society. On the principle that the 
life of a murderer or condemned criminal is 
already forfeited to society it may be strain- 
ing a point to consider the wishes of the 
criminal in such matters, but nevertheless I 
should oppose obligatory submission by the 
eriminal to experimentation. I repeat, how- 
ever, that if he is willing to cancel his obli- 


gation to society by submitting to scientific | 


experimentation as an alternative for capi- 
tal punishment, he should be permitted to 
do 80. 

At present the economic waste incidental 
to our penal system, and particularly to the 
execution of criminals, is appalling.

Idea Advanced Several Years Ago. 


Experimentation on criminals as a substi- 
tute for capital punishment is not a new 
idea. As early as 1905 I made such a sug- 


gestion in my book entitled, “ Diseases of 


Society.” 

At that time I wrote: 

“The state offers very meager facilities 
for study, even of the insane. The state, 
if publie sentiment would permit it, could 
do a great work in the study of anthropolo- 
ay by permitting unlimited facilities for clin- 
ical, autopsical, and laboratory research. 
Every public institution should have up 6 


date facilities for scientific research and up : 


to date men to conduct it. 


“With full consciousness of the enormity 
of the offense in the eyes of sentimentalists,

I will suggest that, where the consent of 
the condemned criminals can be obtained, 
experimentation in yivisection should be 
made.

“It there be any merit in repression ‘of 


crime through fear of consequences the lega! 
assignment of condemned murderers to a 
scientifie laboratory for experimental obser- 
vation might not be ineffectual, although, 
were the truth known, the prospect of the 
scientist’s scalpel and inoculation syringe. 
used with the precautions most scientists em- 


ploy in animal experimentation, would be 


pleasing, in contrast with the noose or elec- 
tric chair. I have seen several murderers 
slowly strangled to death on the gallows. In 
a recent case of electrocution five separate 
and distinct shocks were required to kill the 
miserable wretch. 

“Sentiment aside, there are numerous ob- 
servations and experiments, to which no one 
of well balanced intellect should take excep- 
tion, that might be made in a proper labora- 
tory. The proposition of the distinguished 
criminologist, Mr. Arthur MacDonald, to es- 
tablish a national laboratory for the study 
of degeneracy was a step in the right direc- 
tia, but not the proper way to set about 
for the furtherment of scientific research. 
What is needed is individual laboratories in 
all our large public institutions. 

“Until pathologists, at least, hape been 
provided for our prisons and asylums 4 na- 
tional laboratory will be an enthuslast’s 
dream, albeit not an idle one. The state 
should begin work at the bottom.”

The purchaser of the Stratford hotel prop- 
erty, who paid less than $1,500.000 and whe 
within four years refused for the property 
$4,000,000,, is§ thought by many to be a fortu- 
nate man But when it is remembered the 
purchase Was made during the 1907 panic 
and that many other purchasers had the op- 
portunity to make the investment and didn't. 
some credit attaches to the purchaser for 
other qualifications than luck. 

Credit also must attach to the thousands 
of small purchasers who invested their sav- 
ing@ in some real estate that looked good 
to them. Instead of all the opportunities 
having passed to make money out of real 
estate, in Chicago, they lie thicker than ever 
at thé hand of him who hae the. 
vision, judgment and courage to advan- 
tage of them. 

Prices do not begin to measure the intrinsic 
value of Chicago real estate. The increases 
registered since bottom was reached after 
the world’s fair only partially measure the 
value represented by the enormous growth 
of the city in material resources since that 
time. 

The added value arising by reason of the 
great steps forward now about to be taken 
by the city in its physical beautification, the 
rearing of ite many magnificent buildings, 
the readjustment of its railroad terminals. 
the installation of its proposed subway, the

recognition of the real worth of that sadly 
neglected fleld, great outside Chicago, the 
first to feel the disastrous reaction from the 
world's fair doom and the last to recover 
from it. For years it struggled in a veritable 
slough of despond, a victim 1 abnormally 
low values and persistent néglect at the 
hands of all kinds of investors. 

There were, of course, spots here and there

values was lost and a peseimism.set in which 
could only be justified on the belief that 
Chicago was without any future and doomed 
to certain decay and ruin within a compera- 
tively short time. 


Object Lessons Show Worth. 

The idea that Chicago was to keep on grow- 
ing at a rapidly accelerated pace, that this 
outside territory should ever come into de- 
mand for the living and business require- 
ments of a rapidly augmenting population, 
geemed almost to be the last thought to enter 
the investor's mind. It was only after re- 
peated object lessons of the most convincing 
character that Investors awoke to the fact 
that great outside Chicago was much alive 
anda pretty good thing to tie to. But so deep 
seated was the prejudice which had entered 
the public mind as to the worthiessness of 
outaide Chicago as an investment proposi- 
tion that, despite the most eloquent evidence 
to the contrary, it has been singularly slow 
to grasp the real significance and possibilities 
of this great field.

The situation was too incongruous fo es- 
cape the attention of many shrewd investors. 
They figured quite logically that values were 
either much too high downtown or far too 
low outside, and that a processof adjustment 
was inevitable which should place these two 
extremes in their proper relation to one an- 


other. 


Loop Values Go Up. 

Either values downtown must recede or 
values outside must advance. While there 
have been many operators and brokers who 
during the past decade have been insisting 
that downtown values have been carried to 
an unreasonable basis, the apectacie has 
been presented of an ever upward move. 
ment, which has been particularly. pro- 
nounced during the last three or four years. 

With this object lesson before them, there 
has during the last few yeare been a steadily 
increasing number of shrewd investors who 
have in a quiet way been placing their money 
‘in what they considered promising locations 
in outside property, confident that the day 
would come, and in the comparatively near 
future, when their investments would repre- 
gent handsome profits. They have watched, 
particularly, street car extensions, which 
have been going on at a marvelously rapid 
rate, knowing that the developments inci- 
dent to this would mean the eettiement of 
big tracts of vacant land with steadily en- 
hancing values 


Demand for Transfer Corners, 


Prospective transfer corners, with the in- 
evitably resulting business centers, have 
been in particularly keen demand, a demand 
which during the last year hae run far in 
}emcess of the supply, with an upward move- 
ment of values in many places of a decidedly 
sensational character. New industrial proj- 
ects aleo have contributed many new cen- 
ters of activity, both In a residential as well 
as business way, while under the impulse of 
a rapidly augmenting population and rush 
of capital, now alive to the real possibilities 
of thie field, older business centers have re- 
sponded with a wave of development and 
advancing values of a fairly startling char- 
acter in many cases, 

Many residential districts have aleo caught 
the infection with the result that thousands 
of modest homes purchased a few years ago, 
with practically no other thought than of se- 
curing only a home, now tand their fortu- 
mate possessors tn for handsome profita. 
amounting to neat fortunes in many in- 
etances. 


Upward Movement Quiet. 


N has been a wonderful movement, and, 
withal, hag been brought about in such a 
quiet manner, with such an entire absence 
of the espectacular features which always are 
in evidence in ordinary real estate booms, 
that the public generally has no understand- 
ing of the real character of this awakening. 
There are many shrewd brokers and opera- 
tors who are of the opinion that unless some- 
thing unforeseen happens to disturb the fur- 
ther progress of this movement, it is likely 
within the next year or two to result in one of 
the most active markets the city ever has 
known, and while this prediction may not 


be realized within the time indicated, yet

How rapidly this movement has been gath- 
ering headway during the last few monthe 
is abundantly shown by the transfer figures 
of -the recorder’s office for the first five 
months of the year, which tell the story of an 
increasingly active and ever broadening 
market. 


Figures of Year So Far. 

For the period in question there wasa total 
of 16,865 deeds filed for record, with total 
considerations of $79,901,655, while dor the 
corresponding period of the previous year the 
figures were 14,905 deeds with total considera- 
tions of $66,898,781, an increase of 1,960 in 
number and $13,507,874 in total consideration. 

This showing becomes the more remark- 
able when it is considered that the figures of 
@ year ago were among the largest in the his- 
tory of the recorder’s office for such a length 
of time, and that during the five months of 
the present year there has been a pronounced 
and general depression which has affected 
practically all lines of business. 

Thus it becomes clearly evident that, al- 
though brokers here and there may complain 
of a dull and spotty market, the fact is it is 
broadening and becoming more active at a 
rapid rate. There also can be little doubt 
that much capital which heretofore has 
sought other lines of investment ie now turn- 

‘ing to real estate in a steadily increasing 
volume as offering the safest and most profit- 
able investment. 


Politics a Factor. 

This undoubtedly is due to the general feel- 
ing of distrust and uncertainty which pre- 
vails because of the disturbed and complex 
political conditions and the widespread be- 
bef that governmental changes are likely 
to follow as the result of the election. 

Capital, proverbially timid in the face of 
prospective changes of this character, is 
shunning those investments most likely to be 
seriously affected, is avoiding business ven- 
tures and extensions, and is seeking a form 
of investment which it regards as less likely 
to be affected, which also offers good re- 
turn when judiciously selected. It is pos- 
sible that when fixed and stable conditio 
prevail again that much of this capital will 
again return to these other forms of invest- 
ment, but there can be tittle doubt that a 
large part of it, well satisfied with the re- 
sults which have attended ite venture into 
the real estate field, will stay there and 
will serve to attract other new capital there. 


Times Favorable for Investment. 

Another factor incidentally touched vpon. 
and which is certain to have a far reaching 
effect in a real estate way, is the new ere. 
of vublic improvement upon which the city 
has entered, and which promises to be of 
momentous consequence to its future. Up 
to that time it had been content with the 
almost purely materfa) ac. omplishments of 
today, but under the impulse of this new 
era a spirit of far reaching improvement, of 
civic pride, of planning splendidly for the 
future in an esthetic as well as material way 
is upon its people. In the face of what has 
been and is being accomplished, the “ city 
beautiful” no longer seems the utopian 
dream of an enthusiast, but the logical goal 
of an enlightened and determined public 
sentiment. 

Begin Widening Twelfth Street.

MILLIONS GO OUT OF THE LOOP 


No Big Building Permit for 
Downtown This Year. 


1911 TOTALS ARE EQUALED. 


May Mean New Record for Outlying 
Districts. . 


The year 1011 set a new record in a bulld- 
ing way for Chicago with a total cost of 
over $1056,000,000 for the permits issued by 
the city building department. It was the 
last of a quartet of years in which the build- 
ing operations, according to these permits, 
approximated a total of nearly $375,000,000., 
When It further is considered that the figures 
of these permits always run considerably be- 
low the real cost of construction, it probably 
is not wide of the mark to say that $460,000,- 
000 will come nearer to measuring the real 
building operations of the city during those 
years. 

Thus, last year was the crest of a wonder- 
ful constructive wave, which, because of 
the extraordinarily large number ef permits 
taken out in the downtown district, in order 
to take advantage of the height of 260 feet 
permitted under the old building ordinance, 
amounting to over 622 000,000 in one month, 
inspired the belief that the present year 
would suffer greatly by comparison. 


Not One Big Permit in Loop. 

For this reason the fact that the total of the 
permits issued for the first five monthe of 
the year equals those for the corresponding 
period a year ago is decidedly interesting and 
suggestive, particularly when it is remem. 
bered that not one big permit was taken out 
for buildings in the central district. 

It shows extraordinarily lerge building 
operation in the outlying districts and serves 
to confirm the point being emphasized in this 
number of Tun TRIBUNS, that outside Chi- 
cago is developing et a remarkable rate. 
Building operations are evidently going hand 
in hand with an active movement tn land. and 
if the present activity continues, the present 
year certainly will set a new record in this 
field.

Development of Business in 
Outlying Districts Reveals 
Realty Growth. 


MUCH CAPITAL INVESTED. 


Review of Conditions Gives Evi- 


dence of Great Jump in 
Property Prices. 


Probably the most conspicuous feature of 


the ranid growth of outside Chicago during 


the last few years has been in connection 
with the development of local business cen- 
ters in all of the outlying partes of the city. 

The absorption of great vacam tracts by 
the ever onrushing tide of population, the con- 
version of the barren prairie, truck garden, 
and farm into populous subdivisions has 
proven un ever inviting and remunerative 
field for the subdivider, investor, and home 
seeker, but the local business center has 
been the jewel in this setting of thriving resi- 
Gence districts and with its exceedingly at- 
tractive returns and rapidly enhancing land 
values has come inte favor with investors 
to an almost greater extent than any other 
class of property in the city. . 

During the last year the activity in this 
field has been particularly sharp, the demand 
far exceeding the supply. A large amount of 
capital which formerly sought investment 


solely in the central district has abandoned 


the latter almost entirely and confined it- 
self to this outside field. The returns are 
much larger as a general rule chan are to be 
had in the central district, and, save in the 
most favored parts of the downtown dis- 
trict, values are advancing more rapidly, 
while permanent value stability seeme as- 
sured almost ag much as downtown. 


Locate Near L Stations 

The local business center has found its lo- 
cation near L. road stations and transfer 
corners as @ rule, and its development has 
been in exact ratio to the upbuilding and set- 
thement of the territory in its immediate vi- 
cinitn 

Frequently, beginning with a smal) one 
story neighborhood store, so-called, in 4 
sparsely settled district, with surprisingly 
low land values, it has, with the gradual 
upbuilding of the territory thereabouts, added 
more and larger stores to the original one, 
until within a few years it has come to be a 
thriving, active business center, in which 
many different classes of business are repre- 
sented, with theaters, halls, restaurants, and 
hotels, and with modern, up to date buildings 
of three and four stories in height.

Optignism in Real Estate. | 


BY JOHN A. CARROLL. ae 

If city real estate has an intrinsic actual 
value it can only be determined in the fol- 
lowing Ways: 

First—By: the population or density of the 
population, and... 

Second—by its accessibility and surround- 
ings. But the mental attitude toward it, be 
it optimistic and hopeful on the one hand, or 
pessimistic and fearful on the other, affects 
the selling value quite as much as does the 
other more tangible and more easily defined 
qualities. And this is why a pessimist has 
no license to engage either in the selling or 
promoting of real estate. 


foot race, because the quality that gives real 
estate a large part of its value is absent in 
him and reflected in the prospective pur- 
chaser. 

Personally, it has appeared to me, and I 
repeat it at every opportunity, that Chicago 
real estate, considering that Chicago is the 
fourth city in the world, her recent history, 
her present greatness, and her promised 
future has been seriously retarded by a large 
army of pessimists. Men engaged in selling 


the greatest commodity in the world, Chi- 
cago real estate, approach capital with a tim- 
orous and halting step and an apologetic 
manner, and with failure written in large 
letters on their faces, wonder why capital, 
that most elusive and timid mistress, refuses 
to be entertained. ha 

A few bold operators, to be counted on the 
fingers of one hand, stand out in conspicuous 
prominence from this large army of cowards, 
and mo one can estimate the great value to 
the city of the optimist, and hope and cour- 
age that has resulted in the investment here 
of millions of money and the consequent 
benefits accruing therefrom of which we are 
all participants. 

Contrasting these few conspicuous apostles 
of optimism with the large army of croakers 
and apologists, it is a flattering tribute to 
Chicago's greatnese that in spite of this 
and in spite of the lack of fair treatment at 
the hands of trust companies, banks, and 
bond houses whose advisers come into such 
close personal contact with investors, Chi- 
cago real esstate is just at this period in a 
healthier, more vigorous condition than it 
has been for twenty years past. 

If it were not for the objectionable sound 
of the word it might properly be said that we 
are now in the midst of a boom.

Prices Prove Startling. 

About three months ago, after refusing an 
offer of $52,000. for the property, he finally 
sold it to Milton F. Goodman for-$63,000, 
which is equivalent to an advance of just

In 1906 U. J. McHugh purchased the prop-. 
erty on Seventy-ninth street, fifty feet east 
of Halsted street, 530x100 feet, for $38,500 
Last spring he sold it to Edward Menkin 
for $15,000, some advance, certainly.

This 
spring Arthur Walters leased to the Wood- 
lawn Catering company the property at the 
southwest corner of Sixty-third and Hal- 
sted, 100 feet on the latter and 125 on Sixty- 
third, for ninety-nine years. The rental 18 
$10,000 for the first five years, 812 000 for the 
second five, $15,000 for the ten, and $18,000 
for the remaining seventy-nine years. Ths 
average ts over 516.800, or 5 per cent on 
$336,000, or 88.300 a front foot for the Hal- 
sted street frontage. Mr. Arthur bought the 
property in 1888 for $5,000. 


Make Quick Profits, 

Last -year a woman took a profit of over 
$5,000 on less than a month’s ownership of 
an outiying south side transfer corner, and 
during the year larger profits have been made 
in investments of a similar character. But 
it is not merely transfer cornes that have 
increased, as during the spring a profit of 
$7,500 was taken on less than ninety days’ 
ownership of a vacant Drezel boulevard cor- 
ner. 

One of the most striking evidences of en- 
hancing values was furnished in connection 
with the property at the southwest corner 
of Halsted and Sixty-third streets. 

The lot fronts 98 feet on Halsted and 117 feet 
on Sixty- third street, and is improved with 
a four story and basement building. It was 
sold in 1910 by Gustav Tatgo and R. A. 
Schoenfeld to John B. Lavazzorio for $197,500. 
The sellers had purchased the property only 
eight months before for $155,000, g that they 
took a profit of $42,600 in their brief owner- 
Ship. 

What is momre. it is said that Mr. Lavazzo- 
rio has been offered and refused a profit of 
$40,000 on his purchase price. If the central 
district has anything on this for rapidly ad- 
vancing Values, it would be interesting to 
know just where it is. 


Point to More Deals, 

The southwest corner of North Fortieth 
and Milwaukee, avenues sold two years ago 
for $7,500 and a contract closed on it for 
$20,000 last year. The owner has since re- 
fused 35,000. 

The southeast corner of the two streets 
sold about a year and a half ago for $8,760. 
The purchaser paid only $2,000 down and has 
since refused 315,000 for the property. 

The northwest corner of Milwaukee and 
Belmont avenues sold about a year ago for 
$20,000. Within two months the purchaser 
was offered $22,000 for it, and recently was 
offered and refused $35,000 for it. Some 
Inside lots on Milwaukee between Belmont 
and Fortieth avenues, that used to go beg- 
ging at $1,000 each, have doubled in value.

REALTY BUYERS 


Albert H. Wetten Tells the Im- 
portance of Getting Aid 
of Specialist. . 


MUCH HINGES ON. BROKER. 


Recommends That Investor 
Avoid Pitfall of the Im- 
mediate Income. 


BY ALBERT H. WETTEN.

Board.] 


T have been à close observer of human na- 
ture for many years, but one thing that has 
completely baffled me is the workings of the 
average mind when it comes to buying real 
estate. The brain of the investor seems to 
operate differently when he contemplates in- 
vesting in real estate thah when he is con- 
sidering the purchase of mortgages, bonds, 
or stocks. In the' case of the three last 
named, he wil lundoubtedly consult a reliable 
mortgage, bond, or stock broker. But when 
he contemplates investing in real estate he 
surprisingly assumes an entirely different 
attitude. 

Instead of accepting the recommendation 
of some reliable and experienced broker; he 
will go to a friend, who may be a merchant, 
or to a lawyer, who probably never owned a 
piece of real estate in his life, and who has 
not the remotest conception of the real estate 
subject, except that possibly he knew some 
one who many years ago purchased a lot ex- 
pecting it to enhance in value, but it did not. 


May Warn Timid Investor. 

He may read about advancing valuee which 
he magnifies into a boom and cautions the 
timid investor to be careful. And all the 
while this well meaning adviser probably is 
taking the longest possible chance with his 
own investments, and a glance in his strong 
box might disclose beautifully engraved 
certificates of stock in bogus coffee plan- 
tations, of] wells, and —— g gold 
mines. 

If there is any doubt about this the Pro- 
bate court inventories of the estates left by 
some of our prominent men will confirm this 
statement. 

And so the prospective purchaser when he 
has finished consulting hés friends is pre- 
judiced, his suspicions aroused, and he does 
mot invest. The pessimistic attitude of hi- 
friends, even though they decline to advise 
him directly. is enough. To the prospective 
real estate investor let me say that the pes- 
mist never buys real estate. It requiresan 
optimist. A man must see hope and brigh\ 
ness in the future to risk hig money in land. 


Specializing in Real Estate. 

Then there is another class of buy ere who 
realize they should go to à real estate 
broker for advice, if at all, but they do not 
differentiate between the different classes of 
brokers. 

In large cities especially one broker may 
deal exclusively in downtown business prop- 
erty and know absolutely nothing about dut- 
lying property. One specializes in manufac- 
turing and warehouse property and another 
in subdivisions. Still anether may have the 
words real estate on his business eard, 
but, in reality only looks after his own prop- 
erty. Each specializes in his own particular 
line, but to the average prospective purchas- 
er seeking information, they all look alike. 

Now it so happens that after a man has 
specialized in real estate for a time he is 
like the specialist in medicine or law, he 
becomes biased. With the real estate broker 
ne becomes so biased that the purchase of 
any kind of real estate other than his own 
specialty seems like taking a most hazardous 
chance, because he is not familiar with it. 

All are sanguine about their own particular 
speciality and pessimistic about every other. 
Therefore, it is evident that consulting brok- 
ers who deal in entirely different lines of 
property than that under consideration is 
almost as unreliable as consulting with the 
merchant, lawyer or physican. They are 
either wholly unqualified to give advice or 
are honestly biased. 


Brokers Should Be Frank. 

If the broker approached about property 
in oth lines than his own would frankly 
admit isat he was not qualified to advise; 
that he did not know whether the price was 
low or high, it would help some, but strange 
to say the same kind of human nature pre- 
dominates in the makeup of the Average real 
estate broker, as with the average lawyer 
and physician. 

He seems ta think that it would be a re- 
fiection upon his intelligence, to admit that 
he did not have a well defined knowledge 
and opinion upon everything in his particu- 
lar profession. 

Another pitfall which besets niany inves- 
tors, is the placing of too much stress on 
the income the property is producing at the 
fume of purchase. They hesitate to sell 4 
per cent and 5 per cent mortgages or bonds 
‘to buy real estate earning only 2% per cent 
or 3 per cent net. ! 

The little difference in the rate makes no 
difference, if the purchase is well made. In 
fact, land could be vacant and unproductive 
and still the investor be warranted in sell- 
ing his seeurities to make the purchase. It 
is entirely a question of price. 


Bargains in Nonproductive. 


The fact that real estate is vacant or is 


producing only low rates of interest is fre- 
quently the cause why the property is placed 
upon the market—that is to say, the owners 
for some reason or other require increased 
income, and while they may have the great- 
est confidence in the future of their property, 
still they feel they require the immediate 
revenue and are willing to sacrifice the fu- 
ture, therefore the greatest bargains are 
most frequently to be found in property that 
produces little or no revenue. 

In the case of income property there may 
be existing leases made some time in the 
past when values were lower, or, as frequent- 
ly happens, the owners, not being familiar 
with rental values, may have made leases 
that were considerably below the market. 
Therefore the income derived from a piece 
of property frequently does not reflect its 
real value, and because of the low revenue it 
can be purchased for less than its rei worth. 

The prospective purchaser who does not 
require the income is the man who can best 
avail himself or these opportunities and look 
to the future to not only reimburse him for 
the temporary loss in interest but to earn him 
a large bonus in addition, while the value of 
his mortgages and bonds will stand practi- 
cally still, and his stocks are just as likely 
to have materially depreciated as to have 
enhanced. 


Would Disregard Net Income. 

A good rule to follow, if an investor can 
afford to wait, is to disregard the net Fe 
turn of a plece of property even if the mar- 
ket price is paid. provided it has a good fu- 
ture and as to this the broker dealing tn 
he class of property under consideration 
is the best qualified to judea 

Therefore, let me maké the suggestion that 
when an investor has under consideration 
the purchase of a piece of property. let him 
look more to the future than to the present 
income, if he has the means that * n

WEST SIDE MAKES GROWTH 


Since 1908 Capitalists and Man- 


ufacturers Have Invaded. 


ASSERTS VALUES DOUBLE. 


Alex. Friend Foresees a Great Future 
for the District. ) 


BY ALEX. FRIEND. 

Real estate development of the west side 

in the last four years has been remarkable. 
Prior to 1908 it was difficult to interest south 
side and nonresident capital to locate in 
this ‘section, but a few of the far seeing 
capitalisth realized the future of the dis- 
trict and made extensive investments, with 
the result that they cleared from 50 to 100 
per cent. 
It does not require telescopic vision to see 
the future of this part of Chicago. The fact 
that 75 per cent of the freight is handled 
in this division of the city and 90 per cent of 
the working class reside here; that every 
street car line in Chicago has its feeders 
going to the west side, are some of the main 
reasons why real estate has developed so 
rapidly. 

Men who scorned this district prior to 1008 
have not only awakened to the call but have 
purchased property for the use of their bust 
ness and have improved it with choice build- 
ings. No better proof of this can be shown 
than the experience of the mail order cloth- 
ing houses, many of which have moved from 
the south side and leased, purchased, or 
built. Their anticipations have been fully 
realized, for the property has more than 
doubled in value. 

Does it seem fair and reasonable to as- 
sume that property, just because it is east 
of the river, should have a value of $20 to 
$100 a square foot as against property just 
weet of the river with a value from $2 to $6 
a foot? My answer is by all means. no. 

Cites Population Advantage. 

It is generally known that the population 
es greater 
than any other division, and it Has its parks 
and places of amusements. Ie there any 
reason, therefore, why property values in 
this gteat division of the city, which houses 
ninety per cent of the manufacturing in- 
dustries, should not be on a par with the 
south side? 

The new Northwestern railroad terminal 
has worked wonders for the west side, and 
when the Pennsy!vania railroad completes its 
terminal the improvement will be just as 
marked as that of the Northwestern. 

The new postoffice, to be built between 
Congress and Van Buren, Desplaines and 
Jefferson streets, also will add its share to 
the attractiveness of this division of the 
city, and the business it wil) bring can only 
be conjectured. It will bring persons to 
the west side who have no knowledge at 
present of its vast business and importance. 

Formerly the banking conditions’ were very 
Umited; now the west side is developing 
fine banking institutions, and even though 
they are not as large as south side banks, 
the facilities and inducements they offer 
are on a par with any bank in Chicago. 


Opportunities for Investment. 

Opportunities for profitable investment are 
today as great as ever. The only difference 
is that it now requires a little more capital 
to control choice holdings than it did a few 
years ago, but this is offset by the marvelous 
growth it is favored with. * 

Halsted street was for many years consid- 


r ered the dead line for large manufacturers 


and wholesalers, but this has entirely 
changed and the west side district now has 
no dead line. Manufacturers have purchased 
ground and erected buildings miles to the 
west, northwest, south, and west sides of this 
division line. 

Another feature is the great produce mar- 
ket on West Randolph street, which stretches 
from Desplaines street on the east to Sanga- 
mon street on the west. Just to the north is 
the Fulton market, which deals exclusively 
in meats and poultry, and midway between is 
the Union Fish market, which occupies the 
entire eastside of Union street, between Ful- 
ton and Lake. 

Whereas the rentals for stores, factories. 
and business houses of all kinds, flats and 
houses, are far below the rentals obtained in 
other divisions of the city, the net returns 
are decidedly greater on account of the low 
values of the property. This is what attracts 
the manufacturer and business man to locate 
in «his division of the city. 


NORTH SIDE REALTY SHOWS 
STEADY, WHOLESOME GAIN. 


J. T. Wheeler Reports Growth in Realty 
Values—Sees High Class Improve- 
ments and Transportation Factors.

Without any boom tendencies, the north 
side is enjoying a steady and wholesome 
advance in values, due to its natural beauty, 
‘close proximity to the lake, the high class 
of its improv ements, and good transporta- 
Mon. 

Marked advances 8 been made in prop- 
erty on State, Dearborn, Astor, and other 
streets adjacent to Lincoln park. From 
Diversey boulevard north the park com- 
missioners are filling in a vast area to en- 
large the park, extending the drives, estab- 
lishing public bathing beaches, and doing 
extensive landscape gardening along the 
lake front, thereby. enhancing the realty 
values of the neighboring property by des 
veloping the natural beauties of this dis- 
trict. 

From Lincoln park north the streets are 
shaded by fine trees. one of the attractive 
features of the north side. 

Persons seeking investments in vecant 
property are fast realizing it rapidly is being 
purchased, Last year [with the excertion 
of Sheridan road south of Grace street] there 
were but two large tracts left south of 
Deven avenue, and east of Pvanston avenue. 
The first of these tracts has been opened and 
largely sold and improved. The second ‘is 
on Sheridan road south of Wilson avenue. 
running esst to Lake Michigan, upon the 
shore of which another public beach is being 
established. 

Values in the last two years have Increasad 
25 per cent, and lots are still a gcod pur- 
chase.

Truck Gardens and Small Farms 


Beautify Prospect Beyond 
the Desplaines. 


BY EDMUND A. CUMMINGS. 

The line between city and suburbs has been 
moving steadily west. There is some ques- 
tion now as to. where the western suburbs 
begin. Probably a fair place to draw the 
eastern line is at the Desplaines river. 

From the Desplaines westward to and in- 
cluding the prosperous Fox river valiey sites 
of Elgin, Geneva, St. Charles, Batavia, and 
Aurora lies a suburban territory unsurpassed 
for fertility of soil and pleasant living condl- 
tions by the suburbs of any city in the world. 

The country between the Desplaines river 
and the city limite of Chicago is now 80 
tapped and girdled by steam end electric 
transportation that people living in that dis- 
trict are practically in Chicago. They are as 
near to State street in point of time as was 
Western avenue in the days of the horse cars 
thirty years ago. 

Many Splendid Homes. 

Within this territory east of the Desplaines 
river le Oak Park with banks, theaters, and 
metropolitan aspirations, conveniences, and 
manner of living. Separated from Oak Park 
only by Harlem avenue is River Forest, 
where homes among the trees have all the 
elegance of homes on the city boulevards. 

Forest Park with its cheap fares and fre- 
quent train service over the third rail sys- 
tem is another thriving community which 
considers itself as really belongingsto Chi- 
cago rather than being a suburban town. 

Riverside, with its winding avenues and 
beautiful homes along the eastern bank of the 
Desplaines river was one of the first sub- 
urbs started to the west of Chicago, has had 
a steady growth in recent years and is now 
connected with Chicago by an unbroken chain 
of villages which have stretched out until the 
country from the Desplaines to the city limits 
is almost continuously occupied. To the 
south of Riverside is Lyons, where a few acre 
ots can still be had and where conditions are 
similar to that of the other western suburbs 
a few years ago. 


Berwyn in Gardens, 

City farms adjoining Berwyn on the south 
is an interesting development of the urbs in 
horto (city in a garden) idea, and a few small 
farms of an acre to fivé acres each guitable 
for truck gardening and general farming 
can still be had in that locality. With a few 
exceptions all of the acre property west of 
the city limits and east of the Desplaines 
river has been subdivided and sold out, and 
another ten years will see this whole country 
thickly populated and clamoring for annexa- 
tion to the city of Chicago. 

Along the Chicago and Northwestern rall- 
way and reached by electric street cars and 
the Aurora, Elgin and Chicago railroad is 
Maywood, the first suburb west of the Des- 
plaines river, a thriving place with homes of 
many thousands of city workers. 


Place of Comfortable Homes. 

Closely joining May wood and a part thereof 
is Melrose Park. Wheaton, Lombard, Glen 
‘Eliyn, Winfield, and West Chicago all follow 
in rapid succession and each of these towns 
has its distinguishing features of beauty 
and comfortable home life. 

Joining West Chicago on the Aurora, Elgin 
and Chicago third rail system is High Lake, 
an attractive new village in beautiful sur- 
roundings of lake and forest and rollihg land, 
the home of the poured concrete bungalow, 
where the social life of the community is pro- 
vided for by a family clubhouse on the shore 
of beautiful High Lake. 


MUCH ACTIVITY DEVELOPS 
IN THE CALUMET DISTRICT. 


Big Projects Carried Through This Year 
in Industrial Way, Including the 
Schléssinger Syndicate Purchase. 


The Calumet district, the home of big 
things in an industrial way, has shown much 
activity during the present year, more big 
projects having been carried through than 
for an corresponding period for many years, 

Chief among these was the purchase by 
the Schlessinger syndicate of Milwaukee of 
a tract of 415 acres at Hammond upon which 
a plant will be erected to cost, 
around $11,000,000, and which is expected 
to employ about 5,000 people... It is a great 
project and means not only much for the 
industrial development of thie region, but 
also for the betterment of land values. 

The proposed great plant of the Baldwin 
Locomotive works, at Calumet—East Chicago 
is another of the big things of the year for 
this district. A tract of 375 acres was pur- 
chased and on this the company plans the 
erection of a plant to cost in the neighbor- 
hood of $5,000,000. Ultimately it is expected 
to be on a much greater scale. 

‘Another important transaction was the pur- 
chase by the Western Street Car works, a 
sudsidiary corporation of the Pressed Steel 
Car company. of the plant of the United 
States Rolling Stock company at Hegewisch. 
The purchasing company contemplates ex- 
tensive improvements and entargements. 

An interesting acre purchase in this district 
comprised a tract of 110 acres on the east 
side of the Chicago and Western Indtana 
right of way, between One Hundred and 
Third and One Hundred and Tenth streets, 
to which the Western Trust and Savings bank 
took title. Of this amount 50 acres were ac- 
quired from Francis. E. Bartlett for $150,000, 
and 60 acres adjoining was acquired from 
the Calumet and Chicago Canal and Dock 
company. 

The ccmsideration, it is said, was about 
the same as in the Bartlett property. Some 
mystery exists as to the actual purchager, 
but one report has it that it was acquired in 
the interest of the Western Indiana road 
for yard purposes. 


LARGEST ACRE DEAL OF YEAR. 


Purchase by Eastern Syndicate of Six 
Hundred and Forty Acres in Town- 
ship of Stickney.

The biggest acre deal of the year, both as 
concerns the amount of property acquired, as 
well as the consideration. was the sale by 
Frederick H. Bartlett & Co. to an eastern 
syndicate of a tract of 640 acres in the town- 
ship of Stickney, adjoining Clearing, and 
near Argo. 

Title was taken for the syndicate by Her- 
bert N. Rose, and the consideration was 
$514,000, or at the rate of $800 an acre. Ths 
tract will be developed for industrial sites, 
but the most interesting feature of the deal 
in a real estate way is that Bartlett & Co. are 
said to have taken a profit of $192,600, with 
an ownership of less than six monthe.

New Territory of the Large Lots and 
Garden Plots. 


BY HENRY G. ZANDER. 

Tucked away in the northwest corner of 
Chicago, between Lake View to the east and 
Cicero to the south, lies the old township of 
Jefferson, the present Twenty-seventh ward. 

For twenty years after annexation, in 1889, 
Jefferson slumbered. Smal! settlements were 
established in close proximity to the sta- 
tions oh the Northwestern and the St. Paul 
road, the only available transportation. The 
land was rolling prairie, with little forest 
growth, but, thanks to the foresight of the 
early subdivider and the richgess of the soll, 
elms and maples grew rapidly and the streets 
and back yards became veritable forests of 
beautiful shade trees. 

Every visitor to Irving Park was impressed 
with the natural beauty of the place, and the 
settlements increased until surface trans- 
portation became an absolute necessity. 
Small cottages and handsome residences 
sprang up as if by magic, until last year the 
number of buildings erected in the Twenty- 
seventh ward was the largest in any territory 
of similar extent anywhere in the city of 
Chicago. 

Business Districts Spring 9983 

Irving Park boulevard, the old Elgin gravel 
road, was a beautiful country drive—a nar- 
row roadway with deep and wide ditches, 
spanned by rustic bridges. This has devel- 
oped into a paved highway 100 feet wide and 
is the main east 4nd west artery through the 
geographical center of the old township of 
Jefferson. At its intersection with Milwau- 
kee and Elston avenues business districts 
have grown up with buildings and improve- 
ments that would be a credit to any city of 
100,000. 

This is the territory of the large lots. One 
thousand acres or more are subdivided into 
half acre and acre lots. A large space avail- 
able for garden has helped to solve the cost 
of living, and the increased health of his fam- 


side to care for this same garden has brought 
joy to the heart of the householder. 

Fifty miles of sewer have been bullt in this 
territory within the last three years and ab 
many more miles are now in contemplation. 
The completion by the drainage district of 
the north shore channel has brought al! of 
this territory within the drainage district. 

City water and gas mains have been ex- 
tended into the furthermost corner of Jeffer- 
son, and so rapid has been the development 
that the preliminary work for a new pumping 
station in the north end of Jefferson and a 
new water tunnel are already under way. 


District of Home Owners. 

The importance of this territory may well 
be judged from the fact that the last census 
gave the old Twenty-seventh ward a popu- 
lation of nearly 100,000, and it a most con- 
servative estimate to say that 90 per cent 
of these are home owners. Pvery indication 
points that the increase of 50 per cent in 
population during the last four years will 
become 100 per cent during the next four 
years. Forty-two improvement aseocia- 
tions are working for better transportation 
facilities and other modern tmprovements. 

These forty-two associations are federated 
into one organization, composed of delegates 
from each of the forty-two. 

They are “home owners,” and one result 
of their efforts is that more new surface lines 
are contemplated in the Twenty-seventh 
ward than in any other district in the city.

L Extension Aids North Side. 
When about ten years ago the Northweet- 
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‘Types of Homes in Outlying Residence Section. 
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up two remarkable business centers, one at 
Elston avenue and Irving Park boulevard 
and the other at Milwaukee avenue and 
Irving Park boulevard. Another interesting 
feature in this connection is the fact that 
there has: been more building along Irving 
Park boulevard between these ino points dur- 
ing the last year than during the last twenty 
years. Nothing could more strikingly evi- 
dence the remarkable development in this 


| section. 


Although essentially a residential district 
an interestng feature has been the bulding 
of store and flat buildings along Irving Park, 
Elston, North Forty-eighth, and Milwaukee 
avenues. Many of the buildings are of a 
pretentious character, there being many 
three and four story structures. They gen- 
erally rent well and business men generally 
are doing well. 

It is estimated that about 1,000 families 
moved into the district during the last year, 
and it is becoming more and more the home 
of thrifty people of the middle class, well 
to do business, clerical, and the better classes 
of laboring people. 


Americans Form Largest Element, 

Contrary to the generally accepted ideas 
Americans probably comprise the largest 
class of the people, and with the Germans 
certainly are the predominating element. 
There are many Swédes also. The claim is 
made for it that it probably is the cleanest 
residential district in the city and it is being 
more and more sought after by homeseekers 
and home builders. 

The older parts of Irwing Park are particu- 
larly attractive, with the etreets lined with 
beautiful trees, well kept streets and lawns 
and generally attractive homes. One of its 
attractions is its elevation, the entire terri- 
tory being from twenty-five to forty feet 
above the lake. The generally low range of 
values has also proved a strong attraction 
to homeseekers, as well located thirty foot 
lots along good streets with al) improvements 
in can be bought for $600 to $700. 

The last two years has undoubtedly wit- 
messed the greatest period of development in 
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bufidings on lots of thirty foot frontage, 
which are expected to sell at from $5,800 to 
$7,500 each. 

The plans in this connection are being 
finished and it is expected that work will 
begin within.two weeks. Gladys avenue is 
one of the streets in the subdivision, and it 
is interesting to note that it was named 
nearly twenty years ago after a daughter of 
Mr. Gunderson at the time the Gundersons 
owned from Madison street to Colorado 
a venue and from Fortieth to Forty-third 
avenues, when they constructed several 
hundred houses. This was previous to their 
operations in Oak Park. 


Austin District Is Developing. 
In the Austin district, the section around 
Madison street between Forty-eighth and 
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ment is found in the district on both sides of 
Halsted street from Sixty-ninth to Eighty- 
first streets. A tract of thirty acres at the 
southwest corner of Halsted and Sixty-ninth 
streets was purchased within a year by Mad- 
lung & Eidmann from Mrs. Green. It was un- 
developed, but the new owners put in all the 
street improvements and it is being rapidly 
built up with two flat buildings, mostly in the 
residence streets, and stores and flat build- 


| ings on Halsted and Sixty-ninth streets. A 


fine class of buildings is going up, the owners 
are getting good prices, and values are ad- 
vancing with the rapid upbuillding of the sub- 
division. 

Another subdivision owned by Frederick H. 
Bartlett & Co. extends from Seventy-third to 
Seventy-fifth streets and from Halsted street 
to Lowe avenue, which is pretty well sold

DUE TO MANY PROJECTS. 


Railroad Stations and Postoffice 
Site Added to Attractions 
of This Section. 


There is no part of the city which has 
presented 80 many interesting features in a 
real estate way in the last few years as the 
great wes: side. There have been districtg 
on the south side, notably along Michigan 
avenue and in other parts of the so-called 
new south business district, where there has 
been much activity, with sensational ad- 
vances in values in many instances. 

The north side has had the St. Clair street 
district with its wonderful building devel- 
opments and phenomena! advance in land 
values, but nowhere has there been such 
widespread and sustained activity with se 
many varied features of development to- 
gether with sharp advances of values as on 
the west side 

There have, of course, been areas which 
have not felt the quickening touch of these 
improved conditions, but, on the other hand, 
there have been large sections which have 
moved forward in an improvement and value 
way such as would have been thought utterly 
impossible ten years ago. 


Old Conditions Explained. 

At that time much of this property, par- 
ticularly that great area extending from the 
river west to Haleted street, and beyond, 
as well as along Madison street, was any- 
thing but attractive as an investment prop- 
osition. The improvements were of an ex- 
ceedingly common character, low rentals, 
an uncertain and poor clase of occupancy, 
with many vacancies, netting such low re- 
turns that landlords were slow to keep them 
up properly. 

So far as new and up to date buildings 
were concerned, no ome had the heart to 
build them with no prospective tenants to 
fill them and with rents so low that at the 
best only meager returne were assured the 
owner. 

With all this, land values were at a dis- 
couragingly low level, having suffered a grad- 
ual decline during several preceding years. 
Buyers naturally were few and far between, 
and many owners, with the taxes, special 
assessments, and other charges which they 
had to meet, rued the day when they had 
put their good money into land. 

West Madison street particularly was af- 
flicted. Land values were at a low ebb, fre- 
quently more than half of the stores in a 
block vacant, and so bad were the condi- 
tions in this respect that clube were formed 
to stem the apparent tide of decadence. 

They were dark days, but there were many 
who did not lose heart. They realized that 
much of the depression was due to a re- 
action from the boom which had prevailed 
about World’s fair time; that a reaction to 
better times was inevitable, and especially | 
in view of the fact that Chicago was moving

Four years ago the property at 1286-68 Mi}- 
waukee avenue, between Ashland avenue and 
Paulina street, with forty-eight feet of front- 
age, was sold to Joseph Ferguson and broth- 
ers for $57,000. It is improved with a three 
story brick building. Within the year the 
purchasers are said to have refused several 
offers of $150,000. 


Long Lease Shows Profit. 

What is known as the Schoenhofen hall 
property at Milwaukee and Ashland avenues, 
improved with a four story brick containing 
stores, lodge and dance halls, was held three 
years ago at $140,000. Within the lest two 
years it was leased to Alexander W. Hannah 
for a long term on a basis of 5 per cent on a 
valuation of $200,000, Mr. Hannah paying 
$40,000 for the building.

Subdivision Property Active. 

The activity in suburban property in that 
part of thecity finds another good illustration 
in the case of what is known as the Suffern 
tract, bounded by Chicago avenue, Division, 
and Robey streets and Western avenue. It 
vomprised 100 acres, and although sub- 
divided, some years ago, compératively 
nothing was done in the way of marketing

These improve- 
ments are mainly two flat bulldings of an 
average value of about $8,000, with some 
fine residences. 


Large Profits for South Side. 

The southwest part of the city furnishes 
the biggest subdivision project now in 
course of development in the city, that being 

ndertaken by Cobe & McKinnon in connec- 

m with the 450 acres which they purchased 
about a year ago from Mrs. Hetty R. Green. 
for which they paid $676,000. It was known 
for many years as the Gage farm and runs 
from Fifty-seventh street on the north to 
Sixty-seventh street on the south, and from 
Rockwell street to Kedzie avenue, and a 
rectangular piece between Fifty-ninth street 
and Sixty-third street and Rockwell street 
and Ke@tie avenue. 

It. was entirely undeveloped at the time 
of its purchase and has been platted into 
8,713 lots, 1,000 of them being business lots 
on Kedzie and Western avenues and Sixty- 
third stréet, comprising altogether a front- 
age of 3% miles on these three-streets. These 
lots are 25x125 feet, the others being 30x125 
feet. 

All of the street improvements in the first 
eighty acres, between Sixty-first and Sixty- 
fifth streets and Western avenue and Rock- 
well street, have been installed. In the eighty 
acres to the north, between Fifty-seventh 
and Sixty-first streets, Western avenue and 
Rockwell street, the sewers have been com- 
pleted, and water, gas, and sidewalks are 
now being put in. 

Lots Average About 61.000. 

In the first eighty acres 300 lots have been 
sold for upwards of $300,000. These include 
some valuable. business corners, notably the 
southwest and northwest corners of Sixty- 
third street and Western avenue, 100 feet 
front, which sold for $28,000 each. The south- 
east corner of Sixty-third street and Artesian 
avenue, 40 125 feet, sold for $6,000. Thepav- 
ing on Sixty-third street is of vitrified brick, 
with asphalt and macadam on the other 
streets. About 8,000 Carolina poplar trees 
have been set out. Twelve two flat buildings 
are in process of construction by purchasers 
of lots. 

A building line of fifteen feet has been es- 
tablished, and it also is provided that no 
business buildings are to be erected on any of 
the residence streets. No frame puildings 
are to be allowed and no building in the rest- 
dence streets is to cost less than $3,000. 
Since the property was placed on the market 
a short time ago soles have been rapidly in- 
creasing. Thus three weeks ago they amount- 
ed to $16,000, two weeks ago to $18,000, while 
for the last week the figures run in excess 
of the previous week. The reridence lots, 
which are selling from $600 to $750, are sold 
on easy terms, $10 down and $10 a month. It 
is stated? that the owners are exceedingly 
well satisfied with the sales which have 
been made up to date.

I interesting section of subdivision develop- 
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Attractive Sites All Around. 

Further to the south, both north and 
south of Seventy-ninth street, and west of 
Halsted street Hart and Frank have an 
attractive subdivision. A fine clasg of build- 
ings are being erected, with business build- 
ings on Seventy-ninth street and residences 
on the other streets such as Green, Peoria, 
Sangamon, and Morgan streets. 

East of this at Seventy-ninth street and 
Vincennes road F. H. Bartlett & Co. havea 
forty acre subdivision. It was opened last 
year and is now nearly half sold out. This 
is true of Harvard street, which is Duilt 
up with attractive two flat buildings. Bart- 
lett & Co. are now building seven dwellings 
of one and a half story with tile roof. They 
are attractive in appearance, contain eight 
rooms, and sell at about $4,750. 

Another important subdivision develep- 
ment further east in the Wakefc:d subdi- 
vision, or series, rather, handled by Wil- 
liam A. Bond & Co. It is located at the south- 
east corner of Cottage Grove avenue and 
Seventy-fifth street, and originally comprised 
ten acres which has been successively added 
to until it now comprises a large part of 
eighty acres and extends as far west as South 
Park avenue. There is now a subdivision 
on both sides of Seventy-fifth street just east 
of South Park avenue. 


Original Lots Are Widened. 

The original lots were twenty-five feet 
front, but the present ones are thirty feet. 
A fifteen foot building line is observed, and 
the buildings are to cost at least $1,600. The 
cheapest lots, which were near Seventy- 
ninth street, sold as low as $150, but these 
prices have been steadily advanced until lots 
are now sold as high as $1,000 on the Seventy- 
fifth street frontage, which latter street ‘s 
becoming one of the prominent outlying 
south side business streets. That street and 
Cottage Grove avenue is becoming an active 
business center. Cottage Grove is quite well 
built up, and the building is now extending 
along Seventy-fifth street. It has been an 
exceedingly successful subdivision proposi- 
tion. 

Probably the most attractive subdivision 
on the south side is the Jackson park high- 
lands, just south of Jackson park, and 
bounded by Sixty-seventh and Seventy-first 
streets, Jefferex avenue on the east, and 
Cregier avenue on the west. It enjoys the 
distinction of being an exclusive residence 
district, flats being barred, it also being 
stipulated that no dwelling is to be erected to 
cost less than $5,000. As a matter of fact, 
most of tbem cost from $12.000 to $15,000. 
and several have been erected costing from 
$25,000 to $30,000. 

Nearly sixty have already been con- 
structed, and fifteen are now being com- 
pleted, of which number twelve have been 
sold at from $10,000 to $12,000. Six or seven 
more will be constructed during the summer 
and fall. They are all brick and stucco, of 
most attractive design, and occupy lots 50 
by 135 feet. The original subdivision, which 
comprises ef eighty acres, was opened in 1905.

As they drive through Wilmette, Winnetka, 
Glencoe, Highland Park, and Lake Forest 
visitors are struck with the natural beauty 
of these places and see so much building 
activity they cannot fail to be impreseed with 
the contrast with other property surrounding 
Chicago. 

There will be some handsome profits taken 
out of north shore property in the next few 
years by those who have studied conditions.

The most interesting development in high 
class residence property in years was the 
sale last spring of the remaining frontage 
or the Lake Shore drive north from the 
residence of Victor F. Lawson at the north- 
west corner of Burton place, as far as the 
residence of Richard T. Crane Jr., at the 
southwest corner of North avenue. 

The purchasers were Edward T. Blair. 
Frederick D. Countiss, Chauncy Keep, and 
Bernard Eckhart, who individually acquired 
from fifty to seventy-five feet of frontage 
for which they paid at the rate of $1,000 a 
front foot. They will each improve with 
handsome residences, which they will oc- 
cupy as their town homes. 

The transaction was also interesting for 
the reason that it marked the sale of the 
last remaining lots in the Catholic bishop's 
subdivision, highest priced 


victions and were able to hold on have been 
fully rewarded. The tide actually began 
to change about ten years ago, but it was 
so imperceptible at first and of such a grad- 
val character that few realized its signifi- 
cance. The availability of the property for 
business and manufacturing purposes, its 
nearness to the heart of the down town 
district, its low land values and excellent 
railway facilities began to attract the atten- 
tion of investore and business men, and 
thug on its merits began that movement 
which during the intervening years has made 
fortunes for scores of people and resulted 
in development work of a high character. 

The location of the new Northwestern sta- 
tion at Canal and Madison streets gave a 
great impetus to this movement as regards 
West Madison street and considerable con- 
tiguous property, but the regenerative proc- 
ess would have gone on without this, for 
the reason that all of this territory was 
needed in the growth and upbuilding of in- 
dustrial and commercial Chicago.

Boomed by Railroad Projects. 

The locatfon by the Burlington road of its 
new office building on the west side also has 
had a stimulating effect, and the purchases 
in behalf of the Pennsylvania road in con- 
nection with its new passenger terminal 
pians in the block between Adams, Canal, 
Clinton streets, and Jackson boulevard have 
resulted in much speculative activity, with 
sharp advances in values in that vicinity.

It has 
been sold during the last two months for 
$85,000, with the same improvements. 

Mr. Rumely of Laporte, Ind., purchased 75 
feet on Jefferson street, south of Monroe; 
two months ago for $45,000, and has since re- 
fused an offer of $60,000. 

A. Bernstein purchased the property at 
105-109 South Jefferson street, 60x70 feet, last 
summer for $39,000, and recently is said to 
have refused an offer of $75,0°0 for It. 


Advance in Haymarket District. 

Four years ago Frank Biggio purchased 
the property at 428 West Randolph street, 
20x74 feet, for $20,500; also the premises 425 
for $15,000. He owned the intervening lot for 
which he paid $12,000, oF a total of $47,500. 
He sold his sixty feet three monthe ago to 
Butler Broa. for $100,000 cash 

The Haymarket Square district also has 
shown sharp advances since the extension.

COARSE GRAINS DECLINE. 


Crop Advices Favorable on Corn 
and Oats; Cash Demand 
Continues Slow. 


A dad break in July wheat, due to the set- 
tlement of the elevator controyersy, was the 
feature of the wheat trade yesterday. All 
months were a little higher early, but longs 
in July sold freely following the report that 
public houses would be maintained as at 
present, a drop of 20 occurring with only 
a moderate rally. Final prices were Yc 
jower to 600 higher. 

The strength in the deferred months was 
aue to the continued high temperatures 
northwest. While there were predictions 
for cooler and more unsettled weather in 
the northwest, nearly all the private advices 
indicated temperatures continued high with 
pe special indications of rain. Temperatures 
were reported all the way up to 102, and 
there were disquieting reports received in 
regard to South Dakota conditions from crop 
“experts now in the field. The urgent need ot 
rain was emphasized. 


Crop Outlook Still Good. 


The crop promise in the spring wheat coun- 
ter has not been greatly impaired so far, but 
@ few more days of the dry weather with 

excessive heat would make a big difference 
in the outlook. This is admitted by the most 
conservati¢e people inthe trade. The official 
map yesterday showed practically no pre- 
cipitation with not the slightest abatement 
of the heat wave. Present conditions are 
regarded as favorable for winter wheat, and 
ripening will be hastened materially. 

Some hedging of July wheat was reported 


against purchases of new wheat in Nebrae- - 


ka, but so far the total purchases of wheat 
m the country are small compared to ordi- 
nary years. Cash wheat continues dull with 
no demand apparent. The northwest wired 
that the flour trade was picking up a little. 
Minneapolis wheat stocks decreased 150,000 


bu for one day. 


Foreign Marts Are Firm. 
Foreign markets were stronger. Liverpool 
was steady to 44d up; Paris, 1%@2%c higher; 
Antwerp, %c better, and Berlin, 4% off. Holi- 
day at Budapest. The foreign markets were 
affected by the continued/buying demand for 
cargoes in near positions from France, the
